WASHINGTON - 
President Nixon, 


facing a growing Impeachment threat 
and reportedly concerned by a divisive 
"(ire storm of controversy," abruptly 
agreed Tuesday to surrender the Water- 
gate tapes to U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


The White House said Nixon will go on 


nationwide television at 8 p.m. Chicago 
time tonight to defend his firing of spe- 
cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
last weekend — which prompted the pro- 
test resignations of Attorney General El- 
liot L. Richardson and his deputy, Wil- 
liam D. Ruckclshnus — for refusal to ac- 
cept a tapes compromise. 


President Nixon's decision to release 


the Watergate tapes is welcome, but the 
damage Is already done to Archibald Cox 
and Elliot Richardson. See Editorial 
Page. 


It was reported the President aban- 


doned his three-month battle to keep the 
tapes secret at noon Tuesday, only two 
hours before White House legal con- 
sultant Charles Alan Wright went before 
Sirica to make the stunning announce- 
ment. 


Nixon's turnaround coincided with a 


growing drive In the House of Represen- 
tatives to initiate Impeachment proceed- 
ings against the President. 


Sirica said he was "very happy" at 


Nixon's decision to comply with two 
court orders that he hand over the tapes 
for Sirica's private inspection to decide 
which should go to the federal Watergate 
grand jury. 


"I know that all citizens will be happy, 


as I am, that the President wisely chose 
to respect the rule of law," said Cox, 
who bade farewell to his former staff of 
prosecutors and met wth Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who is leading a 
Senate effort to create a new indepen- 


dent special prosecutor's office. 


White House chief of staff Alexander 


M. Haig said Nixon's decision to release 
the tapes.to Sirica does not mean the 
Senate Watergate committee also will 
get them. 


The Senate committee Tuesday ap- 


pealed to the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Sirica's rejection of Its demand for 
the tapes. The White House formally with 
drew its offer to give the courts and the 
Senate investigators a written summary 
of the tapes, to be verified by Sen. John 
C. Stcnnis, D-Mlss., after listening to the 
actual recordings.

Moran appointed over protests

The appointment of Michael Moran to 


the police and fire commission has been 
ramroddetl through the Wheeling Vlllago 
Bonn! despite the protests of three 
trustees. 


Although the board members originally 


agreed to delay voting on the appoint- 
ment. Trustee Al Lnng called for a vote 
on the matter during Monday night's 
board meeting. Lang moved to appoint 
Mnrnn during his committee report, say- 
Ing ho did not want to delay filling the 
commission vacancy. 


The scat had been vacant for only two 


weeks since Peter Egan resigned from 
the commission because of plans to move 
to Arizona. Interviews for the scat were 
completed Monday night before the 
meeting. 


Trustees Ed Bcrgcr, Don Jackson and 


John Kocpncn protested the vote. Bcrgcr 
and Kocppcn said they wanted more 
time to think about the five applicants 
for the position. They noted that the 
board had agreed during a committee 
meeting to call a special meeting for Fri- 
day to finalize the appointment. 


WHEN THE VOTE was called, the 


three trustees abstained, with Trustees 
Lang, Iton Bruhn and BUI Hcin voting to

appoint Moran. Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scnnlon acted as tic-breaker, casting the 
deciding voto for Moran. 


Jackson attacked the.appointment af- 


ter the board meeting, saying it was po- 
litically motivated. Ho said ho thought 
one applicant, George Couston, had out- 
standing qualifications that were dis- 
regarded by the board. 


"I think Mr. Moran Is a very capable 


man, but I think Mr. Couston was ex- 
traordinarily qualified," he said. "I think 
it Is obvious the appointment was politi- 
cal and was mode at the expense of the 
Wheeling community." 


Couston was a police officer for 13 


years, served with the U. S. State De- 
partment in Vietnam, and now Is a lec- 
turer at the Northwestern University 
Traffic Institute. He said he has had ex- 
tensive experience in Interviewing police, 
officers. 


MORAN HAS recently become associ- 


ated with a group of residents supporting 
Hcln. In 1971, he ran on the opposition 
Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) 
ticket for a trustee seat and was de- 
feated. He has since abandoned that 
group and become a supporter of the fac- 
tion that has controlled village govern- 
ment for several years. 


Both Koeppen and Berger said their 


abstentions were not a vote against Mo- 
ran, but rather a protest to the attempt 
to push the appointment through the 
board. 


"I'm totally dissatisfied with the way It 


was handled," Berger said. "When it 
was brought out in committee reports It 
took me totally by surprise." 


Berger said he thought Lang should 


have polled the board on whether the 
trustees wanted to vote on the appoint- 
ment. "All of a sudden it was the deci- 
sion of one man," he said. "I'd certainly 
like to know why." 


Village will enforce sidewalk ordinance 


The Wheeling Village Board is plan- 


ning to enforce a village requirement 
that all developers must Install sidewalks 
along all dedicated streets In Wheeling. 


In the past the village has not enforced 


this ordinance, and many developers 
have thus failed to Install sidewalks. The 
matter cnmo to the attention of the 
board when the plan commission dis- 
covered that some developers were not 
making promised Improvements such as 
sidewalks and slow-down lanes. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt prepared 


n list of developers In the village, noting 
which had promised to Install sidewalks. 
White reviewing the list, the board be- 
came aware of the village requirement 
that sidewalks be installed along those 
streets which arc dedicated to the vil- 
lage. 


HERB LORT7, chairman of the plan 


commission, noted that all developers 
must build in compliance with village 
codes. "If the ordinance calls for side- 
walks, they arc bound to put sidewalks 
In," he said. 


After much discussion of individual 


projects, Trustee Ed Berger asked that 
Passolt use the list to determine which 
developers have and have not Installed 
sidewalks. 


"I think some will say they'll put them 


In and some will say they won't," he 
said. Bcrgcr said the village can then 
look for ways to get the unwilling devel- 
opers to Install the sidewalks. 


Board members noted that some devel- 


opers may object to putting In the side- 
walks because they will run for only a 


short stretch, and will not connect with 
other sidewalks. They said, however, 
that these walkways will eventually be- 
come connected if the requirement is en- 
forced. 


THE TRUSTEES also endorsed a 


checklist procedure proposed by the plan 
commission to make sure that devel- 
opers keep their promises to the village. 
Passolt suggested that the checklist 
might be written Into the village codes, 
thus giving the village more legal power 
in making sure promises arc kept. 


The plan commission will be discussing 


the matter shortly, and may propose 
changes in the ordinances in the codes at 
upcoming hearings. 


Passolt said he will contact the various 


developers In the village about the side- 
walks, and will report back to the board. 


TV stations ivon't move to Sears Tower 


Television channels 2, 5. 0, 32, 38, 


and 44 announced yesterday that 
they will not move their transmitting 
equipment to the top of the 110-story 
Scars Tower. 


However, channels 11 and 7, which 


Northwest suburban viewers have

will go through with announced plans 
to move to tho world's tallest build- 
Ing. 


Channel 7 expects to be broad- 


casting from (ho Sears building by 
mld-Dcccmbcr and Channel II should 
be on Iho air from the Sears Tower 
by early 1074, a Scars spokesman 
said yesterday. 


In a joint release, tho six stations 


said they had decided not to abandon 


their present broadcast location atop 
the John Hancock Center because tho 
move would not guarantee trouble 
free reception for all Chicago area 
viewers. 


"Because of the proliferation of 


(all buildings In Chicago, no trans- 
mitting location can insure perfect 
reception for all homes. Thus any 
physical move would result in recep- 
tion problems for some homes," the 
stations said. 


The Scars Tower was responsible 


for only a small percentage of the 
TV shadowing problems 
affecting 


area homes, the stations said. 


The six stations have been broad- 


casting from the John Hancock Cen- 
ter since 1969, when it was the tallest 
building In Chicago. 


"I'm not going to criticize a fellow 


trustee," Koeppen said. He added how- 
ever, that he had not had time to fully 
consider the applicants, and said Lang 
should have abided by the decision of the 
board committee prior to the meeting. 


WHEN ASKED if the rush to fill the 


vacancy was politically motivated, Koep- 
pen said he had no comment on the mat- 
ter.

The United Nations Security Council, 


acting after a snouting match between 
Soviet and Chinese diplomats sent the 
chamber into bedlam, passed another 
Middle East peace resolution late Tues- 
day. 


The resolution, passed 14-0 with China 


abstaining, called on Israel and the 
Arab forces to pull back to the positions 
they held when a U.N.-arranged cease- 
fire took effect Monday, and called for 
U.N. observers to be sent to supervise 
the truce. 


China abstained with its Deputy For- 


eign Minister Chiao Kuan-hua having de- 
clared the U.N. "is not a tool of the su- 
perpowers," and asking, "Does this 
world belong only to the United States 
and the Soviet Union?" He blamed the 
war on "Israeli Zionist aggression with 


the connivance of the two superpowers." 


It was the superpowers — the United 


States and the Soviet Union — that 
worked out the resolution, as they did the 
earlier cease-fire call. They had to'work 
out their own differences first. 


Delegates from Israel, Egypt and the 


Arab nations all expressed approval of 
the resolution. 


U.S. ambassador John Scali urged the 


U.N. to send observers to the war zone 
"immediately" to start supervising the 
truce. Forty-two observers are standing 
by in Cairo. 


The action came shortly after a 20-min- 


ute cooling-off recess called by Council 
President Laurence Mclntyre because of 
the worst parliamentary disruptions in 
U.N. history. 


The shouting started when Chiao began 


speaking and Soviet Ambassador Yakov 


A. Malik interrupted him on a point of 
order. 


Chiao bristled and retorted, "We shall 


not allow any imposition." He went right 
on speaking while Malik shouted over 
and over. "Point of order!" and 
Mclntyre banged his gavel time after 
time, yelling. "Order! Order!" 


The floor degenerated to bedlam as 


other shouting delegates tried to inter- 
vene including Israeli Ambassador Yo- 
sek Tekoah. 


Mclntyre desperately called a recess 


but the clamor continued and delegates 
swarmed around Mm. In the babble of 


the milling crowd of diplomats, Chiao 
and Chinese Ambassador Huang Hum 
kept arguing their points and so did Ma- 
lik, surrounded by another group of arm- 
waving dignitaries. 


While the U.N. struggled for a Mideast 


solution, Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger — just back from a quick peace 
jaunt to Moscow and Tel Aviv — put off 
his scheduled trips to China and Japan to 
concentrate on negotiating a cease-fire. 


It's not known when bis trips will be 


re-scheduled, but Kissinger is expected 
to hold a news conference today to dis- 
cuss the situation. 


Fighting on in full fury

Egypt and Israel resumed the Middle 


East war in full fury Tuesday with each 
side blaming the other. 


Israel reported the Egyptian army 


close to defeat, and the Soviet Union 
warned "the most grave consequences" 
would follow what it called Israeli ag- 
gression. Israel responded by urging the 
Soviet Union to influence Egypt and Syr- 
ia to stop fighting and go along with the 
terms of the cease-fire. 


Prime Minister Golda Melr warned 


Egypt that the Israeli forces on the East 
bank of the Suez Canal were so strong 
they could begin an offensive against 
Egypt if necessary and said this would 


depend on whether Egypt accepted the 
cease-fire. 


Lt. Gen. David Elazar, Israeli armed 


forces chief of staff, told his troops and 
pilots Tuesday that "Syria's army has 
been badly beaten and Egypt's is close to 
defeat." 


Egypt reported "fierce, air and land 


battles" and said its forces were under 
attack by Israeli warplanes, tanks and 
artillery on both sides of the Suez Canal. 


Syria reported heavy Israeli air at- 


tacks north of Damascus and renewed 
ground battles on the slopes of Mount 
Hermon, where the two sides have fought 
back and forth for control since the out- 
break of war Oct. 6. 


AFTER BARELY 12 hours, the truce in 
the Middle East war was in disarray, 
at Egypt and Israel resumed their 


•fighting in full fury Tuesday, each 
blaming the other for resumption of 
hostilities. 


Impeachment machinery in motion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the first 


time in more than 100 years, the House 
of Representatives set in motion .Tuesday 
the machinery for possible impeachment 
of President of the United States, unde- 
terred by President Nixon's decision to 
release the Watergate tapes. 


Immediately after the House convened 


before a packed public gallery and an 
unusually large contingent of more than 
'100 congressmen, at least eight resolu- 
tions were introduced calling for Nixon's 
impeachment. 


The resolutions charged either "ob- 


struction of justice," "the high crime of 
refusal to obey an order of the federal 
court of the District of Columbia," or 
simply that he was guilty of "high 
crimes and misdemeanors," the words 
used in the Constitution to describe 1m- 
peachable offenses. 


Before the session began at noon, 


House Democratic leaders agreed that 
all the resolutions would be referred to 


the House Judiciary Committee, which 
would begin a preliminary inquiry to de- 
termine whether there were sufficient 
grounds for starting formal impeach- 
ment hearings. 


Underlining that decision by the lead- 


ership, 68 Democrats signed a resolution 
providing for such an Inquiry as the first 
step toward the start of impeachment 
proceedings. 


After Nixon's electrifying change of 


mind about the tapes was announced in 
U.S. District Court, House Democratic 
Leader Thomas P. O'Neill Jr. and Rep. 
Peter J. Rodlno, D-N.J., the Judiciary 
Committee chairman, said (he initial Im- 
peachment inquiry would begin as 
planned. 


O'Neill said the President's agreement 


to produce the tapes for judicial review 
"dampens" the possibility of Nixon's 
eventual impeachment, but should not af- 
fect the House inquiry. 


Nixon yields 


"It's certainly not the tapes alone," 


O'Neill said, referring to "the payments 
to buy the silence of Watergate defend- 
ants," the Ellsberg break-in and whether 
Nixon's firing of special prosecutor Ar- 
chibald Cox was an obstruction of jus- 
tice. 


None of the sponsors of various im- 


peachment resolutions said they would 
withdraw them in view of Nixon's action. 


"Not by any manner of means," said 


one of t' em, Rep. Jerome Waldie, 
D-Calif. 


The House leadership also drew up a 


parliamentary plan for staving off any 
effort by a congressman to demand an 
immediate impeachment vote on the 
floor, and agreed to give priority to Ju- 
diciary Committee hearings on Gerald R. 
Ford's nomination to succeed Spiro T. 
Agnew as vice president. 


In. addition, the committee was in- 


structed to consider creation of a new 
prosecutor's office to operate indepen- 
dently of Nixon's control and continue 
Cox1 work. 


Several congressmen had demanded 


the quicker approach of immediate im- 
peachment hearings, but Speaker Carl 
Albert cautioned that "for the Congress 
to act to a reckless or hasty manner 
would further engender disunity." 


Two victims of the turmoil touched off 


by Nixon in originally refusing to release 
the tapes and in firing Cox refused to say 
Wednesday whether they thought Nixon 
ought to be impeached. 


Resigned Attorney General Elliot Rich- 


ardson said such a decision ought to be 
up to the American people, and his re- 
signed deputy — William Ruckelshaua — 
said it was "a political question in the 
broadest sense, and it requires a broad 
judgment by the people." 


Richardson spoke at a news conference 


at which he was expected to support the 
President, but he said he would have 
done the same thing Cox did under the 
circumstances, and said be resigned be- 
cause, "at stake was the very integrity 
of the governmental processes I came to 
the department to restore."

Wright went before Judge Sirica at 2 


p.m. Tuesday and announced Nixon's 
change of mind before a hushed court- 
room audience. He said: 


"There would have been those who 


would have said the President was de- 
fying tho law. But this President does 
not defy the law." 


The President's attorney assured Si- 


rica the tapes would be furnished "as 
expedltlously as possible ... a matter of 
a few days," adding that compliance 
with the court order would be "full In all 
respects." 


Earlier in the day, Judge Sirica assem- 


bled members of both Watergate grand 
juries to tell them they are still in busi- 
ness despite Cox* dismissal and to toge 
them to "press forward" with their in- 
vestigations of misconduct in the 1972 
presidential campaigns. 


Sirica also said that "if necessary" he 


would appoint a replacement for Cox as 
special prosecutor, adding that the court 
"is prepared to do it without outside as- 
sistance." 


As the federal judge was opening that 


possibility, there was renewed effort in 
the Senate to create a post of special Wa- 
tergate prosecutor. 


Sens. Kennedy and Philip A. Hart, 


D-Mich., said they would introduce such 
legislation Friday. The bill, already 
backed by key Democrats on the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, would put the 
prosecutor under Sirica's authority. 


Sens. Adlai Stevenson in, D-I1L, and 


Lawton Chiles, D-Fla,, introduced identi- 
cal bills of their own. 


Kennedy also is pressing for a full- 


scale investigation into the dismissal of 
Cox, stating that Cox may have been 
fired because he was "too hot on the 
White House trail." 


Kennedy said he will ask the Senate 


Judiciary Committee to begin the inquiry 
when it meets today, with Cox as the 
first witness. 


Meanwhile, ABC News reported Tues-

Mitchell'Stans lawyers

NEW YORK (UPI) - Lawyers for 


John N. Mitchell and Maurice H. Stans 
said Tuesday that the tape recording 
they want from the White House involves 
a conversation between the President 
and John W. Dean III about whether tho 
President's brother Edward was in- 
volved in. the $200,000 Vesco campaign 
contribution. 


As the trial of the two former, cabinet

turned down the 1973 Nobel Peace Prize,

Slate Henry Kissinger, because he said 
the Paris peace settlement on Vietnam 
has not been fully implemented, the Viet- 
nam News Agency reported Tuesday. 


He said he would consider accepting 


the honor "when peace is really re- 
stored" in Vietnam. 


In a broadcast monitored here, the 


Vietnam News Agency said Tho rejected 
tho award in a message sent Monday to 
Mrs. Aase Lionase, president of the No- 
bel prize committee in Oslo.. 


Le Due Tho, a member of the ruling 


Politburo in Hanoi, and Kissinger were 
named co-winners 'of the peace prize for 
their efforts to bringing about a Vietnam 
peace treaty. The award was worth 
$122,000. 


It caused protests throughout Norway 


and two members of the Nobel Com-' 
mittee resigned. 


The Norwegian Nobel Committee in 


Oslo has not yet received any letter from 
Tho rejecting the prize awarded him 
eight days ago, Mrs. Lionase said. She 
told newsmen there would be no com- 
ment "before I have read the letter." 


Copies of the letter were, also dis- 


tributed by North Vietnamese diplomats 
to Paris.

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Village board torapup 
Vehicle sticker fee 
hikes get approval 


The Wheeling Village Board has approved an increase In 


village vehicle sticker fees designed to bring added revenue 
to the road and bridge fund. 


Tho village last Increased vehicle sticker fees 12 years ago. 


Tho now Increase will raise the price of stickers from $2 to 
$10 for automobiles. The fee will remain at $6 for motor 
bikes. Vehicles weighing less than 8,000 pounds will cost $12, 
vehicles weighing between 8-12,000 will cost $18 and those 
between 12-24,000 pounds will cost $28. 


In addition, vehicles weighing more than 24,000 pounds will 


cost $33, and trailers and scml-lrallcrs will cost $30. 


Map to be updated 


The village plan commission was directed by the board to 


hold public hearings to update the official village map. Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Possolt asked the board to order the hear- 
ings. 


Tho hearings are expected to Include discussion of a pro- 


posed roadway which runs from Palatine Road to the exten- 
sion of Lake-Cook Road. Tho road, designated on the official 
map, runs through three developments currently before the 
village. 


Tho road must bo abandoned before two of the devel- 


opments can be approved. One Is a truck terminal project 
located south of Hintz Road. Tho other is a proposed industri- 
al subdivision on Illntz Road west of Glenn Avenue. 


Village officials, however, are interested in keeping the 


roadway from Dundee Road north to Lake-Cook Road. They 
are trying to get Martin Metals Co. to dedicate the land for 
the proposed roadway. 


Ordinance not released 


Board members have refused to give village employes a 


rough draft of the proposed Career Employe Ordinance, now 
being reviewed by the trustees. 


Tho ordinance would create an appeal board designed to

The PTA Is "probably the strongest or-

Mrs. Benner spoke to PTA members 


from eight elementary school districts in 
the Northwest suburbs during their an- 
nual fall conference at Arlington Park 
Towers Monday night. 


Headlines about drug problems In the 


schools, teacher strikes, and cutbacks hi 
federal funds indicate there is "a mas- 
sive, steady deterioration of the public 
school system today," said Mrs. Benner, 
and the PTA is the one organization that 
can do something about it. 


"WE ABE A mobile society," said 


Mrs. Benner, what happens to school 
children in Arlington Heights may affect

Walsh urges 6-county area 
group to provide Voice9 


A large organization Involving all mu- 


nicipalities in the six-county Chicago 
metropolitan area may be the only way 
to give the suburbs a voice that can be 
heard, according to Arlington Heights 
Mayor Jack Walsh. 


Walsh said several mayors of larger 


villages and cities determined at a meet- 
ing in Oak Brook last week that such an 
organization would be beneficial to all 
communities. 


His proposal is to approach the Illinois 


Municipal League (IML) with a plan for 
opening a second office in the Chicago 
area and working more specifically with 
local instead of state problems, Walsh 
said yesterday. 


Mayors and village presidents will 


meet Nov. 8, the day before an IML con- 
ference on home rule powers, to put to- 
gether the proposal. It will be presented 
to IML on Saturday, he said. 


The City of Chicago would be included 


in the organization, he said, because 
many of the city's problems affect its • 
near neighbors like Evanston and Oak 
Park. 


THE NEW regional group would be in 


line with increasing federal demand for 
regional planning, Walsh said, and would 
include opinions from all types of com- 
munities. He said the smallest towns 
would benefit the most In the new, larger 
voice the organization would have. It 
would have more than 257 members. 


It would also be more than a lobbying 


group on such issues as water supply, 
regional transportation, housing needs 


and other similar problems that go be- 
yond municipal or county lines. 


Walsh was not critical of existing or- 


ganizations such as Council of Govern- 
ments of Cook County, but he said such 
organizations are limited in scope, and 
have repeatedly had problems in fund- 
ing. 


HE SAID municipalities currently pay 


an assessment to the IML, and the new 
organization could add a small amount to 
that. The group would have the advan- 
tage of being identified with an existing 
operation, Walsh said. 


He also said he is fairly certain the 


IML will agree with the proposal. If not, 
other arrangements could be sought, 
Walsh said. Should such an organization 
fail to come about, other systems, such 
as a bi-state (Illinois-Indiana) commis- 
sion might be formed that would not be 
representative of the suburbs, he said. 


The bl-state proposal has already been 


examined at length by governors of both 
states. 


inner city. "Within 10 years, and I think 
it could be sooner, public education as 
we know it today will no longer exist" if 
parents do become Involved in the educa- 
tion of their children, she said.

Gov. Daniel Walker has urged state's attorneys In many 


Illinois counties to Investigate charges that public officials 
have been taking kickbacks in the form of gifts from chem- 
ical supply salesmen. 


The alleged kickbacks were exposed by a three-month Bet- 


ter Government Association Investigation of 70 counties in the 
state. Tho BGA named Ralph Wilkening, Schaumburg Town- 
ship highway commissioner, as one of 69 officials who admit- 
ted receiving gifts or certificates. 


The BGA promised Sunday to turn over all of its evidence 


to appropriate state's attorneys, and the Cook County office 
received material yesterday. A spokesman said the allega- 
tions are being investigated to determine If legal action 
should be taken here. 


So far, Wilkening is the only official in Cook County to be 


named. He has acknowledged that ho received about $300 in 
gift certificates from tho Royal Chemical Co., but he said 
they wore not offered as bribes. 


WILKENING SAID he received Scars gift certificates in the 


mail after ordering chemicals from Royal, but he considered 
them personal gifts because he wasn't told he would receive 
them as a result of the purchases. 


"I fell now, and did then, it was a personal gift to me and 


in no way consider it a bribe," he said. "If I'd really wanted 
to accept bribes I could have cleaned up. I could have placed 
all my orders with Royal Chemicals and gotten at least a $100 
certificate on each $1,000 of business." 


Willkenlng explained that he placed bigger orders with 


three other firms, and never got anything from them. He said 
prices on all tho products were about the same. "I thought it 
was fairer if I split the business with all the companies," he 
said. 


"I have never wasted any stuff," he said. "We use all that I 


order. I buy about $4,000 worth of stuff a year and this goes in 
four departments, for weed control, snow and ice-melting

stuff, and the maintenance department." 


WILKENING WAS referring to comments by the BGA that 


some officials In the state apparently over-order or waste 
chemical products so they can buy more and get more gifts 
or premiums. 


"This year I did not receive any gifts from Royal," Wilken- 


ing said. "I didn't stop ordering from Royal when they 
stopped sending me certificates because I wasn't looking for 
them to. But I still saw nothing wrong with accepting the 
certificates as a gift." 


Wilkening also criticized pictures the BGA took showing 


barrels of chemicals stored on his property for township use. 
He said about a third of the barrels are empty. "I've had the 


gave him gift certificates after he placed orders with 
the firm. He said he cashed in about S300 worth of tha 
certificates. Drums are shown in a storage area used by 
Wilkening.

by the BGA as one office that purchased some products at 
greatly increased prices.

By 
the firing of Special Prosecutor 
Archibald Cox, to whom the admin- 
istration had pledged a free hand 
in investigation of the Watergate 
crimes, Nixon had shown a dogged 
determination to frustrate a full 
disclosure of the facts surrounding 
the national scandal. 


By that action the President may 


have forced upon Congress the 
very discomforting question of im- 
peachment. In a time of severe in- 
ternational and national crisis, 
when the nation is without a Vice 
President to pick up the reins of 
leadership, that is indeed a ques- 
tion of colossal dimensions. 


No longer can the question of im- 


peachment be considered a theo- 
retical one nor a subject of genteel 
debate over cocktails. The Presi- 
dent has made of it a question 
which each of the 435 members of 
the U.S. House of Representatives 
must face squarely and realistical- 
ly. 


If the Congress concludes that 


Nixon is placing himself above the 
law of the land, impeachment is in- 
evitable. 


If impeachment is avoided — 


and it must not be undertaken ex- 
cept as the last alternative toward 
restoring the credibility of the gov- 
ernment — there will remain ir- 
reparable damage brought about 
by the bizarre actions of the Presi- 


dent throughout his second admin- 
istration. 


By firing Cox and placing two 


honorable members of his admin- 
istration — Attorney General El- 
liot Richardson and his deputy, 
William Ruckelshaus — in a posi- 
tion where they could do nothing 
but resign, Nixon has shattered 
public faith in the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


His manipulation of agents of the 


FBI, 'CIA and other powerful gov- 


rica. An attorney for the President, 
Charles Alan Wright, has promised 
to obtain and turn over the tapes

It Is safe to assume that President Nix- 


on Is aware of the unusual circumstances 
that exist In which the Democrats, 
through a solid partisanship In the House 
and Senate, might be tempted to oust 
him and take over the executive branch 
If there is any long bitter fight over his 
vice-presidential selection. 


Undoubtedly, this was a factor In se- 


lecting Ford over the others on his list — 
former Texas Governor John Connolly, 
New York Governor Nelson Rockefeller, 
California Governor Ronald Reagan and 


Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson. 


Indications were there would be a 


lengthy struggle over any of the other 
four with the possibility that the White 
House tapes Issue would come to a head 
before his nominee was confirmed. 


The precarious position Mr. Nixon is in 


during the period prior to confirmation of 
his vice-prcsidcntlnl nominee may be one 
reason that the President exhibited no 
great interest In pushing for Vice-Presi- 
dent Agnew's resignation. 


This was despite Mr. Nixon's rather 


full knowledge of the enormity of Mr. 
Agnew's many crimes as executive offi- 
cer In Baltimore County, as governor of 
Maryland and his continued acceptance 
of pay-off money in the executive offlco 
building even after he was vice-presi- 
dent. 


Up to the day before Mr. Agnew re- 


signed, President Nixon, fully aware that 
tha charges against the former vice pres- 
ident were "serious and not frivolous," 
maintained that he would not seek to 
force Agnew's resignation even if he was 
indicted. 


"The vice-president, like the president, 


is elected by all the people," Mr. Nixon 
said. "Ho holds that office in his own 
right, and the decision as to whether he 
should resign Is for him to make. 


"He has Indicated that he will not re- 


sign If Indicted and, therefore, that deci- 
sion on his part should be respected." 


If there had been public presidential 


pressure or persuasion, it might have 
been possible to obtain a "no contest" 
plea on a felony count and a resignation 
without granting total amnesty on all 
federal crimes prior to October 10,1973. 


It is to be assumed that President Nix- 


on's unresolved problems on the White 
House tapes and the charges of his in- 
volvement in the Watergate cover-up 
were factors in his comments on Mr. Ag- 
now's predicament. 


It is also very much on the minds of 


Democrats In the Senate and House as 
they approach tho job of investigating 
and confirming Representative Ford. 
Such an opportunity to engage in a con- 
stitutionally legal political coup is unlike- 
ly to present itself again in tho next 100 
years.

King Faisal a V. S. friend

One thing King Faisal of Saudi Arabia 


doesn't need is money. 


Holding more of the world's known oil 


reserve than any other nation, he not 
only can bankroll Egypt in its war 
against Israel, he also can lead the Arab 
oil boycott against the United States. 


And, faced by the western world's cur- 


rency uncertainties, he undoubtedly fig- 
ures that the 145 billion barrels of oil be- 
neath Saudi Arabia's sandy wastes may 
be worth more to him below ground than 
above. 


Notwithstanding the fact that he cut to- 


tally his sale of oil to the United States, 
he probably remains its best friend 
among the Arab nations. 


Some 1,500 young Saudis attend Ameri- 


can colleges or universities. 


American-built taxis ply the streets of 


Riyadh and Jidda. 


Food shops display American canned 


and packaged goods. 


Americans played the leading role in 


development of Saudi Arabian ell. 


As an Arab conservative, Faisal has 


little sympathy for the so-called socialist 
revolutionary regimes of Syria, Iraq and 
Egypt, even though he stands aligned 
wlUi them in the war against Israel. 


At home, Faisal runs a family-style 


government without a parliament and 
without political parties. 


Islamic law is the foundation of the 


countryls guiding principles, including 
loss of a hand for thievery- and stoning 
for adulterers. 


Faisal's devotion to Islamic law plays 


a major role in his enmity for Israel. As 
protector of Islam's holy places, In- 
cluding Mecca and Medina, he also feels 
responsible for Jerusalem. 


Political pressures have played an Im- 


portant role, as Faisal has frankly ad- 
mitted. 


U.S. support of Israel and his own 


friendship for the United States, he said, 
had placed him in an untenable position 
among other Arab states. 


Total U.S. consumption Is around 17 


million barrels of oil per day, of which 
about 6 per cent comes from the Middle 
East. 


Saudi Arabia's share is around 600,000 


barrels daily. A slightly lesser amount 
comes from Iran which is not Involved in 
the Arab boycott and the remainder from 
other Arab states including Libya with 
about 200,000 barrels. 


U.S. government estimates are that by 


a drop of only a few degrees of heat 
from American furnaces this winter 
some 300,000 barrels of oil can be saved 
daily. 


Airlines already arc cutting back on 


some flights. 


Rationing may become necessary. 
On the other side of the coin, the Arabs 


will find that once their oil leaves its 
sources its distribution becomes almost 
impossible to control. With the exception 
of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and possibly 
Libya, most Arab nations are spending 
their total oil income on vast devel- 
opment programs and soon could be in 
on economic bind of their own If the boy- 
cott were to be long extended. (UPI)

Walsh said the new NIPC members

He emphasized 
that he Is definitely not Interested in one 
of the positions himself, preferring that a 
mayor with less involvement in other or- 
ganizations bo selected. 


THE GREATEST problem in pre- 


paring for tho election is establishment 


of weighted votes. Each municipality will 
have votes proportionate to its registered 
voters from the last general election, but 
Walsh said the records are often kept by 
counties and townships, not by munici- 
palities. 


Under the new system, only two of the 


five officials can be from any one coun- 
ty. It is likely that Cook County would 
elect two, with the other three coming 
from DuPagc, Kane, Lake, McHcnry and 


Will counties. 


NIPC itself will be increased from 19 


to 25 members. The Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District will have a commissioner, 
as will the Chicago Transit Authority. 
There will also be increased representa- 
tion from the Cook County Board, with 
three members instead of one. Under the 
new structure, almost two-thirds of the 
members will be elected officials, com- 
pared to 50 per cent now.

A lot of people don't know who Cclia 


Maloney \a. 


That could be duo to the recency of her 


appointment OB Consumer Advocate for 
the State of Illinois. Or It could be due to 
the generally low profile which consumer 
interest* are accorded by Springfield. 


Cello Maloney was appointed In one of 


Governor Walker's now familiar "runs- 
nround-thc-cnd." The General Assembly 
last June killed a bill that would have 
created an Office of Consumer Advocate 
under Jhc supervision of a Consumer 
Protection Agency. So Governor Walker 
simply made an executive appointment 
of a consumer advocate as part of his 
own staff. 


WAS IT A sincere effort to salvage 


some help for Illinois consumers? If that 
Is the case, It's a good try but It mny end 
up costing consumers more than It's 
worth. 


From a political viewpoint, the gover- 


nor's creation of a consumer advocate's 
office will most likely end any chance 
there might have been for passage of the 
consumer advocate bill — which would 


have provided for greater strength and 
more resources than the existing ar- 
rangement docs. 


From a financial viewpoint, the Con- 


sumer Advocate and Consumer Protec- 
tion Agency called for In the legislation 
uould have cost more than the gover- 
nor's consumer advocate — but agai1/, 
there would have been much greater po- 
tential for results than there Is this way. 


House Bill 1380, introduced by Rep. 


John S. Mntljcvlch, D-North Chicago, 
along with a host of other legislators in- 
e l u d i n g Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights, would have re- 
quired, first of all, that the consumer ad- 
vocate be an attorney. The bill then 
spelled out the duties and functions of 
the consumer advocate, which Included 
representing the Interests of Illinois con- 
sumers In legal as well as legislative and 
administrative proceedings. 


THE CONSUMER ADVOCATE would 


have been appointed by the Consumer 
Protection Agency, whose three mem- 
bers uould have been appointed by the 
governor with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. The bill also required at least 
one of these persons to be an attorney. 


Both the consumer advocate and the 


Consumer Protection Agency members 
would have served six-year terms, the 
former subject to review by the latter. 
The consumer advocate's salary would 
have been set by the agency at not less 
than $15,000 or more than $30,000 per 
year. The agency members would have 
served without compensation, except for 
expenses. 


But instead, for $12,000 a year, Illinois 


consumers have the enthusiastic,but non- 
attorney Celin Maloney, whose prior ex- 
perience has consisted of "doing volun- 
teer \vork in community activities " 


Mrs. Maloney, married to an attorney, 


holds a degree in political science from 
Colorado State University. But the at- 
tractive mother of a 2-year-old daughter 
has not worked in a professional capacity 
before. 


LAST SPRING (around the same time 


the Mntljcvlch bill was introduced) Cello 
received a call from an acquaintance on 
the governor's staff and was asked if she 
uould like to do "a study of the problem 
of establishing a consumer office." 


She did the research, wrote her recom- 


mendations and during the summer (fol- 


lowing the June 14 tabling of the bill) she 
was offered the job. Her term of office is 
open-ended. 


"I hope I'm here a long time," she 


smiles winningly. 


But despite the less-than-ideal situ- 
: tion, Cello Maloney is not all fluff. She 
has earnestly set about creating a job 
description for herself, outlining goals 
and establishing priorities. 


She sees her role as identical to the 


consumer advocate proposed in the bill, 
but "the legislation would have provided 
more staff" That could be a definite dis- 
advantage for her, along with the fact 
that she can't go into court for con- 
sumers But her major thrust will be to- 
ward developing new consumer legisla- 
tion — which also was a primary duty 
spelled out in the bill. 


IN RESEARCHING areas in need of 


consumer legislation, Cclia has corns up 
\vith 10 priorities: First on her list is 
housing. Since a home is a major in- 
vestment for most people, Celia consid- 
ers "shoddy home constiuction" to be a 
No. 1 problem. 


Also rating high is the problem of auto 


repairs. She hesitates to advocate licens- 


ing because of the cost of regulation and 
because "we all oppose regulation." But 
she realizes car troubles and "wildly* 
varying charges" continue to plague con- 
sumers. 


Another concern of Celia's — which 


was assigned to the Consumer Protection 
Agency in the Matijevich bill — is that of 
education of the public. Celia has already 
begun giving speeches and hopes to tour 
the state speaking, and then hold public 
hearings on the issues that emerge. 


"THERE'S A TREMENDOUS need to 


get information to the community," she 
believes, as well as "to bring govern- 
ment to the people." But part of this re- 
lations effort is aimed at stimulating 
feedback from consumers. "I'm always 
happy to hear from consumers." 


While the Mntijevich bill speHed out 


the consumer advocate's qualifications, 
duties and obligations, such as reporting 
once a year to the governor and General 
Assembly, Celia Is pretty much on her 
own., Illinois consumers can probably 
rest assured that her Intentions are the 
best and her zeal for the job boundless, 
but they may rightly wonder whether 
that will be enough.

Playing the grocery game to win

Sen. John Tunncy made the news 


recently when he ate on $1.25 a day for 
two weeks. The California Democrat 
tried the budget after conducting hear- 
ings on high food prices, during which 
witnesses said thnt many retired persons 
have only that much to spend for food. 


Results? He didn't like it. As he said 


near the end of the experiment, "I'm Ir- 
ritated most of the time." 


And most of in arc Irritated much of 


the time as wo try to feed our families 
on grocery budgets that shrink a little 
more In purchasing power every week. 


Yes, there arc hosts of books and arti- 


cles on how lo solve the problem. And 
just as someone once said that no girt 
ever got In trouble by reading a book 
about sex, so no housewife ever balanced 
her budget just by reading a book about 
shopping. 
' 


Nevertheless, you might want to check 


your library for (or even buy) a book by 
Delight Dlxon Omolmmlro called "How 
to Win the Grocery Game," which pro- 
poses lo show you how to feed three 
mcali a day to a family of four, and all 
on $100 a month. 


UNFORTUNATELY. THE prices In 


this 1073 book arc already a little out of 


date. It's been a while, for instance, 
since I've found "all the usual canned 
and frozen vegetables" at about a penny 
an ounce. And It would be difficult today 
to heed the author's advice to buy cake 
mixes 
(especially chocolate) "when 


they're on sale at four or five for a dol- 
lar." 


However, the target prices arc valu- 


able, even if vou may have to adjust 
them upward .slightly. And this book is 
much more than a scries of costs and 
hints; It's virtually a new way of life 
when It comes to grocery shopping and 
cooking. 


THE AUTHOR admits that a few of her 


readers, cspcclallythosc of us who work, 
will want to adopt all of her suggestions. 
As she points out, however, "every rule 
you follow will save money," and at least 
it's nice to have a choice. 


It might be mentioned, too, that she Is 


not basically against our giant super- 
markets. As she says, "Today's super- 
market provides an emperor's pantry of* 
food and spice for the average man, 
treasures from the warehouses of the 
world with costs averaged out to make 
them available and appealing to the typi- 
cal housewife." 


Her aim, then, is not to preach 


against food merchandisers, but rather 
to teach us "how to pick the choicest 
plums from the tree," and to avoid the 
psychological pitfalls of the supermarket. 


Mrs. Omohondro's attack on the high 


cost of eating is two-pronged. Port of it 
has to do with food preparation. She 
urges you, for Instance, to pack your own 
school lunches and make up your own 
mixes. The book also includes a Cost-of- 
Living Cookbook with hard-to-find basic 
recipes for such old favorites as Corn- 
starch Pudding (billed as worth $5 20 per 
year). Especially helpful here are the 
sections on "Substitutes" and recipes for 
"Master Mixes." 


The author, however, devotes more at- 


tention to shopping and planning than to 
cooking. 


She believes that o woman should man- 


age her kitchen in as-businesslike a way 
at passible. As she says, "By simply sit- 
ting down and picking up your pencil, 
you have taken the most Important step 
in controlling your family's budget." 


She recommends, for instance, that 


you make comparison shopping price 
grids from the ads, and that you plan 
your menus a week ahead. 


AT THE HEART of her system Is a 


meal-planning method she calls "Dolo- 


dol," which promises automatic built-in 
economy. The letters stand for the type 
of main dish you will be serving during 
the week. (("D," for instance, is for a 
double-meal meat, one big enough for 
two meals plus lunch sandwiches. "0" 
stands for a one-meal meat and "L" for 
leftover meat.) Included, too, is-a gener- 
ous chapter In the book on sample 
"Found Money" Food Plans. 


Aside from planning your menus and 


living with them, the author's Master 
Plan includes several other basic rules 
for saving money on your food budget. 
She discusses In detail such cost-cutters 
as buying lower price foods exclusively, 
eliminating unnecessary items, knowing 
what things cost or should cost, buying it 
when it's there, shopping several mar- 
' kets, substituting ingredients and doing it 
yourself. Especially valuable here is the 
chapter o'l "What 'Convenience' Really 
Costs ... Mixes vs. Homc-Made," which 
is something most of us have wondered 
about. 


The author is engaging and supportive. 


Equally important, she offers specific, 
tested Ideas that work. But, perhaps best 
of all, she treats the whole job of feeding 
the family as a challenge: an exciting 
game we all can play to win, week after 
hungry week.

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Dear Dorothy: I read that President 


Lyndon Johnson had a great recipe for 
barbecued chicken. Are recipes like this 
ever available for everyday folks? 


—Martha Pcnnlman 


Certainly. This particular recipe Is 


called "President's Choice" and It calls 
for five chickens. Struck me as a little 
much for family fare so I've scaled it* 
down. You need a three-pound chicken, 
cut up. It colls for two pans. Pour an 
ounce of chicken fat and an ounce of oil 
Into one pan and brown the chicken 
pieces In this. Then move the chicken to 
a baking pan. Add a small, chopped on- 
ion to the fat and brown lightly. Then 
add to this an ounce of brown sugar, an 
ounce of wlno vinegar, an ounce and a 
half of freih lemon juice, a cup of cat- 
sup, two nnd a half ounces of Worcester- 
shire sauce, a little prepared mustard 
(about a third of an ounce), six and a 
half ounces of chicken broth and a couple 
of small stalks of celery. Salt, add a 
pinch of red pepper and simmer this 
mixture for 30 minutes. You pour this 
sauce over the browned chicken In the 


baking pan, cover the pan with alumi- 
num foil and bake In a slow to moderate 
oven (325 to 3SO degrees) for one hour. 


Dear Dorothy: One-fourth to one-third 


cup of washing soda poured Into the bot- 
tom of the washing machine before fill- 
ing with water and clothes — and the 
soap last — softens the water and whi- 
tens the clothes better than anything 
else. It whitens grayed whites better 
than bleach and also seems to brighten 
colors.

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HKPORTS CONTINUE that there arc 


moro ducta in Wisconsin than hunters 
can remember seeing In the post five or 
six years. Illinois hunters though, were 
anything but disappointed with the duck 
population on opening day last Saturday. 


Tho Grass Lake Refuge on the Illinois 


Chain of Lakes wn» swarming with ducks 
and duck hunters, and when they weren't 
getting In each others way, the gunners 
managed to down limits of mallards, 
ring Mils, widgeons and pin tails. Tho 
coot, naturally, wore in great supply for 
the shooters who llko to take them. 


Tho best hunting, however, remains on 


tho Inland sloughs and private lakes, 
which nro not always accessible to tho 
"drop-In" hunter. Serious duck hunters 
have spent much of the beautiful fall sea- 
son building blinds on rented property 
around and In tho p r i m e lakes, and 
they are reluctant to permit "outsiders" 
access to their private refuges. 


Although you won't have all the best of 


it, there still aro ways by which n guy 
can enjoy tho season with a gun in his 
hand. 


Scout the larger Inland lakes In the 


northern Illinois area for undeveloped 
nhorcllnc. Usually thin shoreline property 
N owned by a farmer or a future devel- 
oper and there are no houses or fences to 
prevent access to the lake. You probably 
wouldn't bo permitted to build a per- 
manent blind of any kind, but If you can 
get permission to put In a small boat, 
you can get In same decent nhoolInK by 
covering jrnurself and the boat with reeds 
and branches and scattering a few de- 
coys around tho boat. 


This isn't Ideal duck hunting, but often 


It beats missing tho season completely. 
There nro, likewise, several lakes that 
have heavy, dense growths of reeds and 
cat tails around their shoreline. Theso 
areas aro a great natural blind if you 
don't trample down too many of tho 
recite. Tho big problem with shoreline 
hunting is that if tho birds fly into your 
decoys, they are going to bo headed over 
you toward land. Once downed In deep 
brush, n duck Is nearly Impossible to find 
without an experienced dog. 


There aro some lakes in tho area, too, 


which havo private blinds that tho own- 
ers will rent to hunters. Somo of the 
shoreline property owners on a few of 
tho older, developed lakes, also own part 
of tho lake bottom. If you'll scout around 


during midweek, you can sometimes lo- 
cate one that you can get permission to 
use. 


On weekends nearly every blind near 


decent duck lakes Is full of hunters, but 
during the week, you can often get per- 
mission to uso on unoccupied blind. 


On the Grass Lake Refuge, however, 


you don't need permission. The Illinois 
Department of Conservation awards sites 
for duck blinds to winners in a public 
drawing held each August The site win* 
ner must build and maintain a blind dur- 
ing the entire season, and they have first 
coll on Its use. 


Again, on weekends, forget it, because 


there is almost no chance at all of find- 
Ing an empty blind. But during weekdays 
you con legally uso any blind on the Ref- 
ugo that is unoccupied by one-half hour 
before sunset. In fact, if you want to be 
hard-nosed about it, you con stay in the 
blind and hunt even if the original blind 
builder shows up after sunrise. And you 
can stay there until the end of the day, 
sunset... if you're big enough. 


Blind builders don't necessarily appre- 


ciate others using their blinds, but on the 
other hand, it is a public preserve and 
those who had bad luck in the draw 
ought to be entitled to hunting privileges 
too. 


Tho Friday before the season opened, 


one correspondent estimated 5,000 to 
6,000 ducks sitting in the Refuge, and a 
midweek check showed that while the 
birds have become very wary as a result 
of heavy weekend pressure, they are still 
there, feeding, quacking and generally 
enjoying these beautiful fall days. 


The "bluebird" weather, in fact, is 


about tho only thing wrong with northern 
Illinois duck hunting so far. 


There is nothing quite so peaceful as 


sitting in a duck blind early on a fall 
morning and just listening to nature's 
sounds. And hi this weather, with the wa- 
ters almost absolutely dead calm until 
about 10 a.m.. peace and quiet is about 
all you'll enjoy. The ducks will sit quietly 
on some remote pot hole or feed In the 
Inaccessible sloughs rather than fly. 


So the duck hunter finds himself at 


cross-purposes with the real world. Ho 
needs a blustery wind that will whip up 
tho water and make the ducks have to 
search for food. Then they're likely to fly 
over his blind so ho can call them in to 
his decoys.

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"Man's place la In the homo." This

As droves of females shed their con- 


ventional home-bound status for a placo 
In tho work-a-day world, couples of all 
kinds aro finding It necessary to team up 
on household responsibilities. With 60 per 
cent of tho adult female population ex- 
pected to bo part of tho work force by 
19)10. tho trend Is sure to spread.

ily be changed or rearranged to accent 
different furnishings. 


One word of warning — be .sure that 


area rugs are largo enough, when used 
to set. off a furniture grouping, that at 
least part of each piece of furniture sits 
on the rug. Otherwise, the group may 
look skimpy, 


Natural wood Is the most popular of 


hard-surface floorings. When combined 
with area rugs, natural wood flooring 
can bo a most distinctive decorating ac- 
cent. 


Never wash wood flooring with soap 


and water or detergents. This will de- 
stroy the seal. Wood floors should be dry 
mopped regularly and cleaned with spe- 
cial wax-based cleaners made for wood 
floors, periodically. Waxing (one to four 
times a year, depending on traffic) and 


regular buffing will keep wood floors 
looking their best. 


Never varnish over wax or existing 


varnish. .If floors are in good'shape, 
cleaning with steel wool (preferably by a 
professional) Is all that is needed.before 
varnishlngs. If floors are 
especially 


worn, sanding (again by a professional) 
will be needed before revnrnishlng. 


Tile squares or hard-surface sheeting is 


especially, popular in heavy-traffic areas 
— or in rooms where spillage is at a 
maximum, such as kitchen, bathroom, 
rec room or nursery. These tiles or 
sheetings come in'a variety of decorative 
colors and patterns and are easy to care 
for. 


"Room-size" is the name given to the 


standard six, nine, 12 and 15-foot width 
rugs. These are usually purchased, cut 
and bound and ready to lay.

ITho spokes have turned Into a multitude 
of hubs, with homes and offices alike 


^now concentrated In suburban centers. 
-What was once a mccca for neat rows of 
'houses and well-manicured lawns is now

.mcnts, shopping plazas, business offices 
;dnd Institutions. 
• One of tho fresh landmarks of the sub- 
' urban scene Is the condominium, a rcla- 
•. live newcomer In any setting. Basically 
.an apartment purchased outright or on a 
• mortgage by its owner, tho condominium 
serves tho needs of the young and tho 


:• not-so-young alike. According to a mar- 
.kcting survey conducted by Hcnrcdon 
'Furniture Industries, there is a demand 
'for 
condominiums especially among 


young couples buying their first homo 
and older persons with grown children 
who arc selling a single-family home. 


Since condominiums, with the tax ad- 


vantages and equity they provide, arc an 
attractive financial investment, the trend 
toward condominium buying is also 
growing among all .icgmcnts of the popu- 
lation. But with the switch from home 
owning to condominium-living come 
some major lifestyle changes that take 
planning and foresight. Careful furniture 
buying, for example, takes on added im- 
portance when decorating a space-con- 
scious condominium. 


"Space is usually more limited in a 


comdominlum than in a house, so scale 
and versatility arc the important factors 
to consider when planning for furniture," 
Volz said. If one purchase is to be made, 
whether by ncwly-marrleds or empty- 
nest crs, he suggests that it be a sleep 
sofa. This round-the-clock unit can turn 
tho living room into a guest room liter- 
ally in seconds. Tho condominium's ex- 
tra bedroom con then bo utilized for a 
growing family, a dream sewing room or 
a home office. 


When the living room becomes a some- 


time guest room via a sleep sofa, other 
furnishings should be selected with this 
double purpose in mind. Furniture rear- 
ranging should be as simple as possible 
at mattress fold-out time. One or two 
small bunching tables, for Instance, 
would be easier to move at night than 
one large coffee table. Chairs should be 
equipped with casters. 


The only real drawback to the living 


room-guest room combination is that 
privacy is sometimes lacking, especially 
if an older couple are entertaining their 
grown children or other guests over an 
extended period. To solve this problem, a 
lightweight mobile screen can be added 
to the 'room and set up between traffic 
areas at bedtime. This would also Insure 
guest's privacy from a young couple's 
children.

special demands of condominium life.

Artistic veneering stretches supply 
of rare and beautiful cabinetwoods 


There Is an Important clement in tho 


fino furniture of todny thot goes back a 
long way — thirty-flvc-hundrcd jcnrs to 
bo exact — to tho days of the Egyptian 
Pharaohs. For It was then that tho fine 
art of veneering first began. 


In those days, just as today, skilled 


craftsmen would select thin sheets of 
raro. figured wood to beautify plain, 
sturdy furniture. It was early Roman nr- 
tlsnni who first learned to match oxotlc 
patterns of wood to resemble figures — 
"tho spots of tho leopard," "tho swarm 
of bees," "tho lawny lion," "tho stripes 
of tho tiger." 


When this country was young, much of 


our furniture was made from solid wood, 
with its awn set of advantages and beau- 
ties, and many furniture manufacturers 
still use this solid form of construction 
today. 


According to tho Hardwood Institute, a 


largo percentage of today's furniture 
makes uso of artistic veneering applied 
over a plywood construction. Plywood 
(often mistakenly thought to be a par- 
ticular species of wood) Is, In fact, a 
sandwich construction of glued wood 
panels that aro made up of two or more 
thin layers (usually three, five or seven) 


with tho grain of adjacent layers placed 
at right angles to each other. 


Slnco wood has more strength in one 


direction than In another, this alternating 
of grain direction multiplies tho strength 
of the wood used. In fact, plywood is so 
strong (yet very light in weight because 
of the thinness of Its layers), that wclght- 
for-wclght it is stronger than steel. 


With plywood and veneer, the strength 


of sturdy though less attractive woods 
can bo combined with the beauty of fine 
cablnctwoods, thus stretching tho avail- 
ability of tho rarest and most beautiful 
species. 


When producing a sulto of furniture or 


paneling the walls of a large room or 
hall, the matching of symmetrical pat- 
terns can become Important. It Is 
through tho uso of veneers that this ef- 
fect can bo best achieved.

But 
you can recognize genuine hardwood ve- 
neer visually because it will have a 
greater depth and more varied pore 
structure and figure pattern than the 
imitations.

Students need 
proper lighting 


The last thing a student needs in the 


midst of final exams and term papers is 
to see dark spots before his eyes. The 
business of learning has enough built-in 
headaches without adding unnecessary 
eyestrain. 


A good study lamp can combat the 


, common enemies of good vision — glare, 
contrast, shadows and inadequate light- 
ing. 


Most glare problems can be solved by 


a lamp shade with white or near-white 
lining which covers the bulb from any 
viewing angle. A good lamp shade also 
prevents harsh contrasts between lighted 
and unllghted portions of the room, be- 
cause it throws light upward and down- 
ward over a wide area. A refractor at 
the bottom of the shade and a diffusing 
disc at the top alleviate shadows and 
help reduce glare and contrast. 


Shadows also may be softened by prop- 


er placement of the study lamp — 15 
Indies from the desk top, on the left side 
of a right-handed person, or on the right 
side of a student who writes left-handed.

Backyard recreational facilities: 
big items in the leisure market

NCW YORK (UPI) - First It was the 


bnckynrd swimming pool. Now. It's the 
homo tennis court — and more. 


Backyard recreation Is a booming bust* 


ness. At least 1100 million will bb spent 
by consumers this year on leisure time 
equipment far their own backyards, ac- 
cording to Thomas T. Lcnk, president of 
Garcia Corp,, sporting goods manufac- 
turer. That sum, he says, is d rapidly 
growing slice of the S3 billion pie esti- 
mated for tho entire leisure market In- 
diutry In 1073. 


A f f l u e n c e and tho growing dis- 


enchantment with heavy traffic and 
heavy crowds at public recreation cen- 
ters Imvo helped to bring about this re- 
versal in tho habit patterns of many 
American families, Lcnk said. 


Swimming pools still are a big thing, 


and thero aro many other sports taking 
on a backyard tone. 


But tho really "In" thing this year, 


Lcnk said, Is (ho private backyard tennis 
court. 


The moro people watch tho game and 


play the game on municipal or club 
courts, tho moro they will yearn for their 
own private court, Lcnk said. 


"Exactly the same thing happened to 


the backyard swimming pool, which was 
n Hollywood status symbol In the late 
'.10i. It bccamo a booming national 'in* 
thing with tho public within 25years," bo 
noted. 


Residential pools aro utilitarian and 


generally conventional hi shape. Tho cost 
of tho average middle-range pool this 


year is $5,278, and small pools cost 
around $4,000 although some do-it-your- 
selfers havo cut even that tab. 


A tennis court, Lcnk said, takes more 


room than a swimming pool, but a small 
court con bo managed on a flat section of 
ground about 55 by 110 feet. The playing 
area itself Is 38 by 78, with the rest taken 
up by border strips. A standard cham- 
pionship court requires 60 by 120 feet. 


Courts con bo constructed of dirt, 


gross, clay, grit, concrete or wood sur- 
faced with a new resilient material, an 
all-wcothcr product designed to drain 
rainwater quickly and afford a solid, no- 
slip surface for players. Tho some mate- 
rial Is used as decking for swimming 
pools. Ideally, tho court Is fenced —10 to 
12 feet high. 


Lcnk says a professionally installed, 


regulation, fenced court in most areas 
will start close to $10,000. Fencing alone 
runs to several thousand dollars. 


For a less professional set-up, using 


somo do-lt-yoursclf labor, figure on $2,000 
up. You might economize by leaving out 
the fencing until later on — collar one of 
tho youngsters to chase balls. 


For those who can't afford the space 


for n regulation court, Lenk said, there is 


platform tennis, a type of miniature ten- 
nis played outdoors on a 30 by 60 foot 
platform. Designed with a 12-foot fence 
around it, the game utilizes the fence it- 
self for caroms and angle shots. 


Growing in popularity, too, is the home 


putting green giving the golf enthusiast a 
chance to sharpen his game for the 
greens and give the youngsters a little 
at-homo instruction. 


In colder climates, ice skating is be- 


coming a'backyard sport, both figure 
skating and ice hockey, each gaining a 
wide following as a result of widespread 
television coverage. The family with a 
swimming pool can convert it for winter 
skating, using bumpers to protect pool 
sides, and there are even backyard rinks 
— shallow, plastic lined circular or rec- 
tangular areas which can be filled and 
frozen. 


Backyard recreation of a major type 


should be undertaken only as an in- 
vestment in your family's living — not 
with any expectation of increasing prop- 
erty resale value. 


A pool, or tennis court, may help sell a 


house, may even add a bit to the price it 
will bring, but chances are just as good 
it won't.

Good carpet news: prices steady 


Tho price of liver Is at an all-time 


high. Property taxes climb a mill or two 
every year. Tho balance of payments 
doesn't balance. 


Would you like some bright news? 
Carpet costs less — on the average — 


today than It did In 1052. 
That's right, the average square yard 
of carpet sold 21 years ago actually cost 
more than the average square yard of 
carpet sold In 1072. New census figures 
confirm It. 


Tho steady, oven declining, price of 


carpet has been no secret In the in- 
dustry, but It I* Illtlc noted among the 
general public. Mtlo Winter, designer for 
Lees Carpets, fools that ono reason for 
tliLi Is that carpet Is still a major pur- 
chase that requires a joint husband-mid- 
wife agreement to buy. Regardless of the 
relatively low square yard price, (ho 
floor of a room Is a largo area to cover, 
thus making the total expenditure for 
carpet a high ono. 


Adding to the price of carpeting a 


homo Li tlio cost of professional In- 
stallation, not to mention padding. Doth 
are well worth tho money in Mr. Win- 
ter's estimation. 


Mr. Winter mado these points about 


tho 1073 carpets that arc being shown to- 
day In stores: 


"Synthetic fibers that have been on tho 


market for n while, a period of at least 
five years, say, are completely satisfac- 
tory. The new nylons and the polyesters 
have been Improved to the point where 
carpet mills can spin them Into groat 


carpet yarn, twist the yarns, and set the 
twist under conditions of heat and pres- 
sure, and make fashionable, serviceable 
carpet from them. 


"Textures are more refined, more civ- 


ilized. The wild, long-haired shag is out 
and the thicker, more truly sensual body 
shag Is In. 


"Color is moving towards lighter tones. 


We're seeing exciting developments 
among the olf-whltcs, especially towards 
the citron and celadon sides. Naturals 
arc lighter, too." 


Asked about advice for the woman who 


will be shopping for carpet within the 
next few months, Mr. Winter stated that 
it was a good time to buy while prices 
arc still down. He recommended a rango 
of Sfl-12 a square yard for nylon carpet, 
$9-13 a squard yard for polyester. Good 
acrylic plushes may be found in the $8-10 
range, he noted. 


"Don't make the mistake of thinking - 


that one nylon caprct is as good as an- 
other," he cautioned. "It isn't. There are 
many variables. Piled, heat-set yarns 
add strength and resilience to a carpet. 
This Is a quality difference in yarn con- 
struction that only becomes apparent af- 
ter tho carpet has been In service for a 
year or so. 


"Ono clement of construction that 


makes a polyester carpet perform well fa 
a tightly packed, dense surface texture. 
Another carpet that may be made from 
tho same brand of polyester, but is made 
in a lighter construction, won't perform 
as well. 


"No carpet Is made extra thick just for 


. a show of luxury. The amount of yarn in 


each carpet is adjusted to achieve dura- 
bility and long life, but still offer sub- 


stantial value. Consumers should have 
both," Mr. Winter said.

Given a properly constructed fireplace, 


tho secret of a good fire lies chiefly In 
how tho fire Is laid and In the choice of 
fuel. nccordlnK to tho people at King's 
How Fireplace Shop, Woodflcld. 


For beit results. IORS should ho winter- 


cut, well-seasoned and dry. Spilt logs, 
without bark, arc easiest to Ignite. 


Place crumpled newspaper on tho 


floor. Place kindling In n looso arrange- 
ment on and around the paper. Then 
place two logs, close together and paral- 
lel to each other, on tho nndlron log rests 
toward (ho back of tho fireplace and over 
the paper. 


A third log should bo laid on top and 


between Iho first two. All three logs 
should be spaced to create n draft and to 
allow tho flnmo la como up between 
them ... even If It Is necessary to place 
the lop log at n slight angle. 


When n fire Is properly laid, the paper 


spreads the flame from tho match, kin- 
dling holds It and produces enough heat 
to Ignite the woodpile which, as a small 
chimney, virtually collects the flame and 
cat lies on flro. 


Soft woods make a crackling, fast- 


burning blaze; hardwoods produce as 
much heat In a longer lasting fire. 


King's now experts agree that the fast, 


burning woods are fir, plno, cedar, birch 
and poplar; the longer lasting logs arc 
oak. beech, hickory, hard maple, cu- 
pnjyplus, madrono and manzanlta. 
Apple, walnut and pecan aro good but 
not abundant 


When starting n flro, make sura tho 


dnmpcr Is open wide for maximum draft. 
Since a fireplace screen cuts down draft, 
It should bo removed until tho flro Is 
blazing merrily. 


When a flro Is dying, use a tool to 


arouse the flnmo by opening new draft 
passages in the wood pile. A good brush 
Is also necessary for keeping ash In a 
neat useful pile and tidying the hearth. 


Never sweep a hearth clean. A good 


bed of ashes Is vital to good fire-burring. 
It provides a baso for tho now flro; It 
can be regulated in height to bring tho 
flro closer to tho ground when required; 
it provides a stop that prevents burnt- 


thru logs from falling so low that they 
disturb tho wood pile above.

Chicago 
time tonight to defend his firing of spe- 
cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
last weekend — which prompted the pro- 
test resignations of Attorney General El- 
liot L. Richardson and his deputy, Wil- 
liam D. Ruckclshaus — for refusal to ac- 
cept a tapes compromise. 


President Nixon's decision to release

It was reported the President aban- 


doned his three-month battle to keep the 
tapes secret at noon Tuesday, only two 
hours before White House legal con- 
sultant Charles Alan Wright went before 
Sirica to make the stunning announce- 
ment. 


Nixon's turnaround coincided with a 


growing drive In the House of Represen- 
tatives to initiate Impeachment proceed- 
ings against the President. 


Sirica said he was "very happy" at 


Nixon's decision to comply with two 
court orders that he hand over the tapes 
for Sirica's private inspection to decide 
which should go to the federal Watergate 
grand Jury. 


"I know that all citizens will be happy, 


as I am, that the President wisely chose 
to respect the rule of law," said Cox, 
who bade farewell to his former staff of 
prosecutors and met wth Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who is leading a 
Senate effort to create a new indepen- 


dent special prosecutor's office.

Future trustees to get

lines," she said. "We'll do all we can so 
tho children don't lose out on an educa- 
tion." 


Miss Watt noted that the board has 


granted three of four Items requested by 
tho teachers — professional dismissal, 
leaving anytime after their professional 
duties have ended for the day, dally 
planning periods and the teachers' right 
to see their personnel folders. 


"We can't get the board to sign these 


things into our contract — that's the 
main reason we're hero tonight," she 
said. "If thcso Items arc not in writing, 
there Is no guarantee they won't be with- 
drawn." 


ALTHOUGH THE Items arc Included 


in the teachers' handbook, one woman 
sold the "most binding thing in it are the 
rings."' 


"The issue of professional dismissal 


and planning periods can be rescinded at 
any time by tho administration," she 
said. 


Blrchflcld said the board is reluctant to 


include Items such as class size and 
working conditions in a negotiated agree- 
ment. 


"If we include these in an agreement, 


how can wo bo assured the door Isn't 
open to negotiate more and more items," 
he said. "These thing's will eventually 
erode the board's position." 


BIRCHFIELD ADDED that he didn't 


think "the bartering process is the way 
to arrive at a sound solution" on Issues 
such as class size. 


Miss Watt denied teachers are trying to 


usurp board powers. 


"The Illinois School Board Association 


wo\ild have you believe teachers are try- 
Ing to take over the schools — it isn't 
true," she said "Tho board Is the policy- 
maker — we just want a voice in policy- 
making."

Television channels 2, 5, 0, 32, 38, 


and 41 announced yesterday that 
they will not move their transmitting 
equipment to the top of the 110-story 
Scars Tower. 


However, channels 11 and 7, which 


Northwest suburban viewers havo 
experienced 
difficulties receiving, 


will go through with announced plans 
to move to tho world's tallest build- 
ing. 


Channel 7 expects to be broad- 


casting from tho Sears building by 
mid-December and Channel It should . 
be on tho air from tho Sears Tower 
by early 1974, a Scars spokesman 
aald yesterday. 


In n joint release, the six stations 


said they had decided not to abandon 


their present broadcast location atop 
the John Hancock Center because the 
move would not guarantee trouble 
free reception for all Chicago area 
viewers. 


"Because of the proliferation of 


tall buildings In Chicago, no trans* 
milting location can insure perfect 
reception for all homes. Thus any 
physical move would result in recep- 
tion problems for some homes," tho 
stations said. 


The Sears Tower was responsible 


for only a small percentage of the 
TV shadowing problems affecting 
area homes, the stations said. 


The six stations have been broad- 


casting from the John Hancock Cen- 
ter since 1069, when it was the tallest 
building In Chicago.

Towers Monday night. 


Headline!) about drug problems In the 


schools, teacher strikes, and cutbacks in 
federal funds indicate there is "a mas- 
sive, steady deterioration of the public 
school system today," said Mrs. Bcnnor, 
and the PTA Li the ono organization that 
can do something about It. 


"WE A»E A mobile society," said 


Mrs. Benncr, what happens to school 
children In Arlington Heights may affect 
children In Cairo, III., Qulncy, III., or the 
Inner city. "Within 10 years, and I think 
It could bo sooner, public education as 
we know it today will no longer exist" If 
parents do become Involved In the educa- 
tion of their children, she said. 


Them Is "only ono way that wo can act

The football field lights In High School 


Dlst. 214 are going to become "super 
safe" following an investigation by board 
member Richard Bachhuber. 


The school district's maintenance 


crews have already started checking the 
electrical connections in the light poles 
at six of the district's high schools. Next 
summer, according to Tom Cosgrove, di- 
rector of physical plant for the district, 
the crews will make still more changes 
to ensure no electrical accidents can oc- 
cur in the poles. 


Bachhuber reported to the board that 


during his investigation he decided more 
safety precautions in the poles were nec- 
essary to prevent a reoccurrence of an 
Incident about a month ago at Prospect 
High School. At Prospect, a short circuit 
in one of the light poles resulted in a 
wire mesh fence becoming electrically 
charged during a football game. 


Bachhuber said, "Once we started in- 


vestigating, we discovered there had 
been two similar Incidents, one at Pros- 
pect and one at Wheeling. They had been 
overlooked because they happened when 
we didn't have a crowd." 


THE SAFETY precautions recom- 


mended by Bachhuber include checking 
all wire splices in the poles and filling 
spaces at the splices with Insulation ma- 
terial to prevent bare wires from ever 
touching the pole itself. That precaution, 
Cosgrove said, is already being taken. 


In addition, Bachhuber recommended 


changing the grounding system to ensure 
that any short in the pole would trip cir- 
cuit breakers and also suggested that all 
poles be painted to the height of eight 
feet with insulating paint to prevent per- 
sons touching the pole from getting 
shocks under any circumstances. 


District officials indicated the re- 


grounding could be completed during the 
summer with no financial cost to the 
school district .because maintenance 
workers already employed can do the 
work. Supt. Edward Gilbert said the dis- 
trict will get estimates on the cost of the 
insulating paint. 


Bachhuber also said, "If we do all 


these things, the systems will be so safe 
you'll never know you have a problem. 
So I suggest we put a simple fault in- 
dicator on the poles to let us know if 
there's trouble." 


THE LIGHT POLES at Wheeling, Her- 


sey, Forest View, Elk Grove and Rolling 
Meadows high schools are all installed in 
approximately the same way as the ones 
at Prospect. 


Cosgrove said precautions will also be 


taken at Arlington High School, where In- 
stallation is much older and where the 
lights are mounted on wooden poles with 
electrical fixtures enclosed in metal and 
running along the outside of the pole. 


Buffalo Grove High School, the dis- 


trict's newest school, does not yet have 
lights on its football field. 


In other action, the board approved the 


appointment of Carolyn R. Pierce as di- 
vision head of English-Fine Arts at For- 
est View High School. 


Mrs. Pierce, who holds a Ph.D. from 


the University of Illinois, replaces Leo 
Hundt, who was appointed assistant prin- 
cipal at the school. Mrs. Pierce's annual 
salary will be $18,512.

Walsh urges 
six-county 
organization 


A large organization involving all mu- 


nicipalities in the six-county Chicago 
metropolitan area may be the only way 
to give the suburbs a voice that can be 
heard, according to Arlington Heigh'ts 
Mayor Jack Walsh. 


Walsh said several mayors of larger 


villages and cities determined at a meet- 
ing in Oak Brook last week that such an 
organization would be beneficial to all 
communities. 


His proposal is to approach the Illinois 


Municipal League (IML) with a plan for 
opening a second office in the Chicago 
area and working more specifically with 
local instead of state problems, Walsh 
said yesterday. 


Mayors and village presidents will 


meet Nov. 8, the day before an IML con- 
ference on home rule powers, to put to- 
gether the proposal. It will be presented 
to IML on Saturday, he said. 


The City of Chicago would be included 


in the organization, he said, because 
many of the city's problems affect its 
near neighbors like Evanston and Oak 
Park. 


THE NEW regional group would be in 


line with increasing federal demand for 
regional planning, Walsh said, and would 
include opinions from all types of com- 
munities. He said the smallest towns 
would benefit the most in the new, larger 
voice the organization would have. It 
would have more than 257 members. 


It would also be more than a lobbying 


group on such issues as water supply, 
regional transportation, housing needs 
and other similar problems that go be- 
yond municipal or county lines. 


Walsh was not critical of existing or- 


ganizations such as Council of Govern- 
ments of Cook County, but he said such 
organizations are limited in scope, and 
have repeatedly had problems in fund- 
ing. 


HE SAID municipalities currently pay 


an assessment to the IML, and the new 
organization could add a small amount to 
that. The group would have the advan- 
tage of being identified with an exising 
operation, Walsh said. 


He also said he is fairly certain the 


IML will agree with the proposal. If not, 
other arrangements could be sought, 
Walsh said. Should such an organization 
fail to come about, other systems, such 
as a bi-state (Illinois-Indiana) commis- 
sion might be formed that would not bo 
representative of the suburbs, he said. 


The bi-state proposal has already been 


examined at length by governors of both 
states.

Nixon yields; agrees to surrender tapes

WASHINGTON - 
President Nixon, 


facing a growing Impeachment threat 
and reportedly concerned by a divisive 
"fire storm of controversy," abruptly 
agreed Tuesday to surrender the Water- 
gate tapes to U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


The White House said Nixon will go on 


nationwide television at 8 p m. Chicago 
time tonight to defend his firing of spe- 
cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
last weekend — which prompted the pro- 
test resignations of Attorney General El- 
liot L. Richardson and his deputy, Wil- 
liam D. Ruckclshous — for refusal to ac- 
cept a tapes compromise. 


President Nixon's decision to release 


the Watergate tapes is welcome, but the 
damage Is already done to Archibald Cox 
and Elliot Richardson. See Editorial 
Page. 


It was reported the President aban- 


doned his three-month battle to keep the 
tapes secret at noon Tuesday, only two 
hours before White House legal con- 
sultant Charles Alan Wright went before 
Sirica to make the stunning announce- 
ment. 


Nixon's turnaround coincided with a 


growing drive In the House of Represen- 
tatives to initiate impeachment proceed- 
ings against the President. 


Sirica said he was "very happy" at 


Nixon's decision to comply with two 
court orders that he hand over the tapes 
for Sirica's private inspection to decide 
which should go to the federal Watergate 
grand jury. 


"I know that all citizens will be happy, 


as I am, that the President wisely chose 
to respect the rule of law," said Cox, 
who bade farewell to his former staff of 
prosecutors and met wth Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who- is leading a 
Senate effort to create a new indepen- 


dent special prosecutor's office. 


White House chief of staff Alexander 


M. Halg said Nixon's decision to release 
the tapes to Sirica does not mean the 
Senate Watergate committee also will 
get them. 


The Senate committee Tuesday ap- 


pealed to the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Sirica's rejection of its demand for 
the tapes. The White House formally with 
drew its offer to give the courts and the 
Senate investigators a written summary 
of the tapes, to be verified by Sen. John 
C. Stennis, D-Miss., after listening to the 
actual recordings.

Tentative plans for the bus service call 


for ono commuter run each morning to 
tho Chicago and Northwestern station in 
Arlington Heights and the Milwaukee 
Road station in Wood Dale.

Riders would be 
picked up and dropped off at central 
points in the village. 


The "dial-a-rldc" service would use a 


17-passcnger "mini-bus" to provide ser- 
vice within the village. Residents could 
call to be picked up and token to any 
point In the village. 


Cost of the commuter service Is 


planned at 75 cents a day. Tho dial-a-bus 
would charge 25 cents per ride.

Television channels 2, 5, 0, 32, 38, 


and 44 announced yesterday that 
they will not move their transmitting 
equipment to tho top of tho 110-story 
Scan Tower. 


However, channels 11 and 7, which

will go through uith announced plans 
to move to the world's tallest build- 
ing. 


Channel 7 expects to be broad- 


casting from tho Sears building by 
mld-Dcccmbcr and Channel 11 should 
be on tho air from the Sears Tower 
by early 1074, a Sears spokesman 
said yesterday. 


In a joint release, the six stations 


said they had decided not to abandon 


their present broadcast location atop 
the John Hancock Center because the 
move would not guarantee trouble 
free reception for all Chicago area 
viewers. 


"Because of the proliferation of 


tall buildings in Chicago, no trans- 
mitting location can Insure perfect 
reception for all homes. Thus any 
physical move would result In recep- 
tion problems for some homes," the 
stations sold. 


The Scars Tower was responsible 


for only a small percentage of the 
TV shadowing problems 
affecting 


area homes, the stations said. 


Tho six stations have been broad- 


casting from the John Hancock Cen- 
ter since 1069, when it was the tallest 
building in Chicago. 


to ensure no electrical accidents can oc- 
cur in the poles. 


Bachhuber reported to the board that 


during his investigation he decided more 
safety precautions in the poles were nec- 
essary to prevent a reoccurrence of an 
incident about a month ago at Prospect 
High School. At Prospect, a short circuit 
in one of the light poles resulted in a 
wire mesh fence becoming electrically 
charged during a football game. 


Bachhuber said, "Once we started In- 


vestigating, we discovered there had 
been two similar incidents, one at Pros- 
pect and one at Wheeling. They had been 
overlooked because they happened when 
we didn't have a crowd." 


THE SAFETY 
precautions recom-' 


mended by Bachhuber include checking 
all wire splices in the poles and filling 
spaces at the splices with insulation ma- 
terial to prevent bare wires from ever 
touching the pole itself. That precaution, 
Cosgrovc said, is already being taken. 


In addition, Bachhuber recommended 


changing the grounding system to ensure 
that any short in the pole would trip cir- 
cuit breakers and also suggested that all 
poles be painted to the height of eight 
feet with insulating paint to prevent per- 
sons touching the pole from getting 
shocks under any circumstances. 


District officials indicated the re- 


grounding could be completed during the 
summer with no financial cost to the 
school district because maintenance 
workers already employed can do the 
work. Supt. Edward Gilbert said the dis- 
trict will get estimates on the cost of the 
insulating paint. 


Bachhuber also said, "If we do all 


these things, the systems will be so safe 
you'll never know you have a problem. 
So I suggest we put a simple fault in- 
dicator on the poles to let us know if 
there's trouble." 


THE LIGHT POLES at Wheeling, Her- 


scy, Forest View, Elk Grove and Rolling 
Meadows high schools are all installed in 
approximately the same way as the ones 
at Prospect. 


Cosgrove said precautions will also be 


taken at Arlington High School, where In- 
stallation is much older and where the 
lights are mounted on wooden poles with 


electrical fixtures enclosed in metal and 
running along the outside of the pole. 


Buffalo Grove High School, the dis- 


trict's newest school, docs not yet have 
lights on its football field. 


In other action, the board approved the

said Dorothy Bcnnor, president of tho Il- 
linois Parents and Teachers Association. 


Mrs. Dcnncr spoke to PTA members 


from eight elementary school districts In 
Iho Northwest suburbs during their an- 
nual fall conference at Arlington Park 
Towers Monday night. 


Headlines about drug problems In tho 


schools, teacher strikes, and cutbacks In 
federal funds Indicate there is "a mas- 
sive, steady deterioration of Iho public 
school system today," said Mrs. Bcnncr, 
and tho PTA Li the one organization that 
can do something about It. 


"WE AHE A mobile society," said 


Mrs. Dcnncr, what happens to school 
children In Arlington Heights may affect 
children In Cairo, III., Qulncy, 111., or tho 
inner city. "Within 10 years, and I think 
It could bo sooner, public education as 
wo know It today will no longer exist" if 
parents do become Involved In tho educa- 
tion of their children, sho said. 


There b "only one way that wo can act 


and that b together, united, as one big 
voice." said Mrs. Bcnncr. Tho PTA is 
"not a cooklo making organization," sho 
said, but has a "great potential for deci- 
sion making. We're going to get rid of all 
the Mickey Mouse and get In there and 
do what PTA b supposed to do." 


Mrs. Benner mentioned three Issues

Walsh urges 
six-county 
organization 


A large organization involving all mu- 


nicipalities in the six-county Cliicago 
metropolitan area may be the only way 
to give the suburbs a voice that can be 
heard, according to Arlington Heights 
Mayor Jack Walsh. 


Walsh said several mayors of larger 


villages and cities determined at a meet- 
ing in Oak Brook last week that such an 
organization would be beneficial .to all 
communities. 


His proposal is to approach the Illinois 


Municipal League (IML) with a plan for 
opening a second office in the Chicago 
area and working more specifically with 
local instead of state problems, Walsh 
said yesterday. 


Mayors and village presidents will 


meet Nov. 8, the day before an IML con- 
ference on home rule powers, to put to- 
gether the proposal. It will be presented 
to IML on Saturday, he said. 


The City of Chicago would be included 


in the organization, he said, because 
many of the city's problems affect 'its 
near neighbors like Evanston and Oak 
Park. 


THE NEW regional group would be In 


line with increasing federal demand for 
regional planning, Walsh said, and would 
include opinions from all types of com- 
munities. He said the smallest towns 
would benefit the most in the new, larger 
voice the organization would have. It 
would have more than 257 members. 


It would also be more than a lobbying 


group on such issues as water supply, 
regional transportation, housing needs 
and other similar problems that go be- 
yond municipal or county lines. 


Walsh was not critical of existing or- 


ganizations such as Council of Govern- 
ments of Cook County, but he said such 
organizations are limited in scope, and 
have repeatedly had problems in fund- 
ing. 


HE SAID municipalities currently pay 


an assessment to the IML, and the new 
organization could add a small amount to 
that. The group would have the advan- 
tage of being identified with an existing 
operation, Walsh said. 


•He also said he is fairly certain the 


IML will agree with the proposal. If not, 
other arrangements could be sought, 
Walsh said. Should such an organization 
fail to come about, other systems, such 
as a bi-state (Illinois-Indiana) commis- 
sion might be formed that would not be 
representative of the suburbs, he said. 


The bi-state proposal has already been 


examined at length by governors of both 
states.

Nixon yields; agrees to surrender tapes

WASHINGTON - President Nixon, 


facing a growing Impeachment threat, 
and reportedly concerned by a divisive 
"(Ire storm of controversy," abruptly 
agreed Tuesday to surrender the Water- 
gate tapes to U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


The White House said Nixon will go on 


nationwide television at 8 p.m. Chicago 
time tonight to defend his firing of spe- 
cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
last weekend — which prompted the pro- 
test resignations of Attorney General El- 
liot L. Richardson and his deputy, Wil- 
liam D. Ruckelshaus — for refusal to ac- 
cept a tapes compromise. 


President Nixon's decision to release 


the Watergate tapes Is welcome, but the 
damage is already done to Archibald Cox 
and Elliot Richardson. See Editorial 
Page. 


It was reported the President aban- 


doned his three-month battle to keep the 
tapes secret at noon Tuesday, only two 
hours before White House legal con- 
sultant Charles Alan Wright went before 
Sirica to make the stunning announce- 
ment. 


Nixon's turnaround coincided with a 


growing drive In the House of Represen- 
tatives to Initiate Impeachment proceed- 
ings against the President. 


Sirica said he was "very happy" at 


Nixon's decision to comply • with two 
court orders that he hand over the tapes 
for Sirica's, private inspection to decide, 
which should go to the federal Watergate 
grand jury. 


"I know that all citizens will be happy, 


as I am, that the President wisely chose 
to respect the rule of law," said Cox, 
whd bade farewell to his former staff of 
prosecutors and met wth Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who Is leading a 
Senate effort to create a new Indepen- 


dent special prosecutor's office.. * 


White House chief of staff Alexander 


M. Haig said Nixon's decision to release 
the tapes to Sirica does not mean the 
Senate Watergate committee also will 
get them.

The Senate committee Tuesday ap- 


pealed to the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Sirica's rejection of its demand for 
the tapes. The White House formally with 
drew its offer to give.the courts and.the 
Senate Investigators a written summary 
of the tapes, to be verified by Sen. John 
C. Stennls, D-Mlss., after listening to the 
actual recordings.

preliminary cost analysis of the alternate 
route to Lake Louise conducted prior to 
authorizing final engineering for tho 
project.

Lako Louise Is still largely undeveloped 
and tho Impact of having the storm sew- 
cr empty Inlo Lako Louise would not bo 
ns great as having tho storm sower emp- 
ty into Virginia Lake, which Is used for 
swimming and boating, the residents ar- 
gued. 


WALTER MODEL, village engineer, 


said he would have to find out what 
rights the village has in emptying a 
storm sewer Into Lako Louise. He In- 
dicated it would take a minimum of six 
weeks to complete the preliminary, cost 
analysis of tho Lako Louise route. 


Residents from the Spinnaker Cove

It's the same thing 
for switching drinks," he said. 


"We've had few real problems. But, we 


don't have much to attract them, things 
like rock bands. I'd say our crowd's less 
than 10 per cent kids, but I shouldn't call 
them that. We appeal to the older more 
mature single crowd — the 24 and 25 
year-olds," said Wackclin. 


Tim Clifford, owner of Durty Nellie's 


West Irish Pub, Palatine, agreed the new 
drinkers have not created problems. He 
credits tight control at the bar door and 
inside coupled with younger drinkers self 
policing. 


"Their behavior Is good. If there are 


any problems we bounce them for good. 
We don't want them in here. But most of 
them are acting responsibly," Clifford 
said. 


NELLIE'S ALSO stamps the hands of 


the beer drinkers. He said anyone found 
erasing the mark is barred from the tav- 
ern. 


"Business Is up with the new law. I 


c<;n see the difference. I'm happy with 
it & much as I can be. But, it's only half 
a law. I think if you're allowed to drink, 


you should be allowed to drink every- 
thing," he said. 


Jim Camps, manager of Haymakers, 


Palatine, echoed Clifford's feelings about 
the age division. 


"The state of Illinois should get out of* 


the stone age and pass a law so they can 
drink everything. Florida and Georgia 
had the same law we do, and they both 
lowered the age after four months. You'd 
think the state would learn from their 
experience," Camps said. 


"It's a big market, and you take a high 


risk. A mistake can mean your license. 
We're aiming for the 19 to 25 crowd. But 
it's no big problem. They're nice kids 
and very cool. The 19-year-old has a lot 
on the ball these days," he said. 


LIQUOR STORE operators can take a 


little more time to screen their custom- 
ers than a bar packed wall-to-wall. Dob- 
by Dobkins, owner of World-Wide Li- 
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quors in Palatine, keeps card files on his 
new customers. 


"We're extremely cautious. We have 


them fill out cards which we keep on file 
for reference. If there arc any questions 
about the validity of their IDs, we won't 
sell to them. We won't accept traffic 
tickets cither. One ticket can make the 
rounds of friends," he said. 


Police throughout the area report they 


have few if any problems from the new 
law. Most departments contacted said 
the bars and stores are policing them- 
selves adequately. 


There has apparently been no upsurge 


in arrests in connection with drinking by 
the newly-enfranchised. But some said it 
was too soon to tell.

211 are going to become "super 
safe" following nn Investigation by board 
member Hlchard Hnchhuhcr. 


T h e school district's 
maintenance 


crews have already started checking tho 
electrical connections in the light poles 
at six nf the district's high schools. Next 
summer, according to Tom Cosgrovc, di- 
rector of physical plant for tho district, 
the crews will make still more changes 
to ensure no electrical accidents can oc- 
cur In the poles. 


Bnchhutwr reported to the board that 


during his Investigation he decided more 
s.ifcly precautions In tho poles were nec- 
essary to prevent n reoccurrence of an 
Incident about n month ago at Prospect 
High School. At Prospect, a short circuit 
in one of Iho light poles resulted In a 
wire mesh fence becoming electrically 
charged during a football game. 


Dnchhubcr said, "Once wo started In- 


vestigating, we discovered there had 
been two similar Incidents, one at Pros- 


pect and one at Wheeling. They had been 
overlooked because they happened when 
wo didn't have a crowd." 


THE SAFETY precautions recom- 


mended by Bachhubcr Include checking 
all wire splices in the poles and filling 
spaces at tho splices with insulation ma- 
terial to prevent bare wires from ever 
touching the pole Itself. That precaution, 
Cosgrovc said, is already being taken. 


In addition, Bachhubcr recommended 


changing the grounding system to ensure 
that any short In the polo would trip cir- 
cuit breakers and also suggested that all 
poles bo painted to tho height of eight 
feet with Insulating paint to prevent per- 
sons touching the pole from getting 
shocks under any circumstances. 


District officials indicated the re- 


grounding could bo completed during the 
summer with no financial cost to the 
school district 
because 
maintenance 


workers already employed can do the 
work. Supt. Edward Gilbert said the dis- 
trict will get estimates on the cost of the 


Insulating paint. 


Bachhubcr also said, "If we do all 


these things, the systems will be so safe 
you'll never know you have a problem. 
So I suggest we put a simple fault in- 
dicator on the poles to let us know if 
there's trouble." 


THE LIGHT POLES at Wheeling, Her- 


sey, Forest View, Elk Grove and Rolling 
Meadows high schools are all installed in 
approximately the same way as the ones 
at Prospect. 


Cosgrove said precautions will also be 


taken at Arlington High School, where In- 
stallation is much older and where the 
lights ore mounted on wooden poles with 
electrical fixtures enclosed in metal and 
running along the outside of the pole. 


Buffalo Grove High School, the dis- 


trict's newest school, does not yet have 
lights on Its football field.

rently pending In the U. S. Senate. No 
appropriation bill has been introduced In 
the U. S. House of Representatives. 


President Nixon has discouraged fund-

west Opportunity Center director Bruce 
Newton. The Center administers the pro- 
gram locally for the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 


THE PROGRAM provides the basic 


nutritional foods necessary for pregnant 
women, post-natal mothers and children 
up to six years of age. 
' • 


"There doesn't seem to' be much 


hope," Newton said In regard to federal 
funding. Federal funds earmarked for 
the program were stopped In August. 


Since August, the Cook County Office of 


Economic Opportunity has been partially 
funding the program out of a special ver- 


satile fund, this funding will end after 


November, Newton said. 


Tho other part of the funding Is coming 


'from the Center. Newton said that the 
Center had enough donations from mu- 
nicipalities and townships to carry the 
northwest suburban part of the program 
through March, the end of its fiscal year. 


THE PROGRAM will only be contin- 


ued that long If the other administrative 
centers In Cook County contribute to the 
total cost of the operation, Newton said. 


The Center's share of the total cost 


comes to $12,000 a year, which pays for 
administrative costs and warehouse fees.. 
Tho food is donated by the U. S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Newton said that the Center had In the 


past tried to work directly through the 
department of agriculture, but' "we're 
just too small," he added. 


Continuing the program- without free 


food from the Department of 
1 Agriculture 


would raise northwest suburban costs to 
about $33,000 per year. "I don't think 
there's any way we might handle the 
whole program," said Newton.

WASHINGTON — President Nixon, 


facing a growing Impeachment threat 
and reportedly concerned by a divisive 
"fire storm of controversy," abruptly 
agreed Tuesday to surrender the Water- 
gate tapes to U.S. District Judge John J. 
Siricn. 


The White House said Nixon will go on 


nationwide television at 8 p.m. Chicago 
time tonight to defend his firing of spe- 
cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
last weekend — which prompted the pro- 
test resignations of Attorney General El- 
liot L. Richardson and his deputy, Wil- 
liam D. Ruckelshaus — for refusal to ac- 
cept a tapes compromise. 


President Nixon's decision to release 


the Watergate tapes Is welcome, but the 
damage Is already done to Archibald Cox 
and Elliot Richardson. See Editorial 
Page. 


It was reported the President aban- 


doned his three-month battle to keep the 
tapes secret at noon Tuesday, only two 
hours before White House legal con- 
sultant Charles Alan Wright went before 
Sirica to make the' stunning announce- 
ment. 


Nixon's turnaround coincided with a 


growing drive in the House of Represen- 
tatives to initiate Impeachment proceed- 
ings against the President. 


Sirica said he was "very happy" at 


Nixon's decision to comply with two 
court orders that he hand over the tapes 
for Sirica's private inspection to decide 
which should go to the federal Watergate 
grand jury. 


"I know that all citizens will be happy, 


as I am, that the President wisely chose 
to respect'the rule of law," said Cox, 
who bade farewell to his former staff of 
prosecutors and met wth Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who is leading a 
Senate effort to create a new Indepen- 


dent special prosecutor's office. 


White House chief of staff Alexander 


M. Haig said Nixon's decision to release 
the tapes to Sirica does not mean the 
Senate Watergate committee also will 
get them. 


The Senate committee Tuesday ap- 


pealed to the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Sirica's rejection of its demand for 
the tapes. The White House formally with 
drew its offer to give the courts and the 
Senate investigators a written summary 
of the tapes, to be verified by Sen. John 
C. SteniU>, D-Mlss., after listening to the 
actual recordings.

A large organization involving all mu-

Tho six stations have been broad- 


casting from the John Hancock Cen- 
ter slnco 1969, when it was the tallest 
building in Chicago.

Walsh was not critical of existing or- 


ganizations such as Council of Govern- 
ments of Cook County, but he said such 
organizations are limited in scope, and 
have repeatedly had problems in fund- 
ing. 


HE SAID municipalities currently pay 


an assessment to the IML, and the new 
organization could add a small amount to 
that. >The group would have the advan- 


tage of being identified with an existing 
operation, Walsh said. 


He also said he is fairly certain the 


IML will agree with the proposal. If not, 
other arrangements could be sought, 
Walsh said. Should such an organization 
fail to come about, other systems, such 
as a bi-state (Illinois-Indiana) commis- 
sion might be formed that would not be 
representative of the suburbs, he said. 


The bi-state proposal has already been 


examined at length by governors of both 
states.

school system today," said Mrs. Benner, 
and the PTA is the one organization that 
can do something about it. 


"WE ARE A mobile society," said 


Mrs. Benner, what happens to school 
children In Arlington Heights may affect 
children in Cairo, 111., Qulncy, HI., or the 
inner city. "Within 10 years, and I think 
it could be sooner, public education as 
we know it today will no longer exist" if 
parents do become involved in the educa- 
tion of their children, she said. 


There is "only one way that we can act 


and that Is together, united, as one big 
voice," said'Mrs. Benner. The PTA is 
"not a cookie making organization," she 
said, but has a "great potential for deci- 
sion making. We're going to get rid of all

Status of 'Operation Nutrition9 shaky 


The future of Operation Nutrition, 


which provides supplemental food to ap- 
proximately 200 needy families in the 
Northwest Suburbs, is doubtful. 


A $25 million appropriation for the 


federally-funded program, which helps 
families throughout the country is cur- 
rently pending in the U. S. Senate. No 
appropriation bill has been introduced in 
tho U. S. House of Representatives. 


President Nixon has discouraged fund- 


Ing for the program, according to North- 
west Opportunity Center director Bruce 
Newton. The Center administers the pro- 


gram locally for the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 


THE PROGRAM provides the basic 


nutritional foods necessary for pregnant 
women, post-natal mothers and children 
up to six years of age. 


"There doesn't seem to be much 


hope," Newton said in regard to federal 
funding. Federal funds earmarked for 
the program were stopped in August. 


Since August, the Cook County Office of 


Economic Opportunity has been partially 
funding the program out of a special ver- 


satile fund, this funding will end after 
November, Newton said. 


The other part of the funding is coming 


from the Center. Newton said that the 
Center had enough donations from mu- 
nicipalities and townships to carry the 
northwest suburban part of the program 
through March, the end of its fiscal year. 


THE PROGRAM will only be contin- 


ued that long if the other administrative 
centers in Cook County contribute to the 
total cost of the operation, Newton said. 


The Center's share of the total cost 


comes to $12,000 a year, which pays for 


administrative costs and warehouse fees. 
The food Is donated by the U. S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Newton said that the Center had in the 


past tried to work directly through the 
department of agriculture, but "we're 
just too small," he added. 


Continuing the program without free 


food from the Department of Agriculture 
would raise northwest suburban costs to 
about $33,000 per year. "I don't think 
there's any way we might handle the 
whole program," said Newton. 


Taverns, liquor stores have new law under 'control'

The name of the gome is "control" for 


tavern and liquor store operators in the 
four weeks since the new Illinois liquor 
low went into effect. 


On Oct. 1 it became legal for 19-and 20- 


year-olds to purchase and consume beer 
and wine in Illinois. Tho problem facing 
alcohol dispensers was one of separating 
tho beer and wine crowd from those drink 
crs 21 and older and thus able to order 
all manner of libations. 


Tho bartender and clerk must be sure 


of what they're serving to whom. A mis- 
take can be costly. A stiff fine and the 
possibility of losing one's license is the 
price for a mistake in pouring the poison. 


TO PROTECT themselves and their 


livelihoods, the sellers threatened to take 
extraordinary measures in branding the 
younger clientele. More than one bar- 
tender vowed to place a bright red "NO" 
on the foreheads of the 19-and 20-year- 
olds to insure against mistakes or at- 
tempts at deception. 


These promises of branding and other 


measures did not come to pass. How- 
ever, the owners have instituted strict 
controls on who may enter and who may 
enjoy what once Inside.

WASHINGTON - 
President Nixon,

"fire storm of controversy," abruptly 
agreed Tuesday to surrender the Water- 
gate tapes to U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


The White House said Nixon will go on 


nationwide television at 8 p.m. Chicago 
lime tonight to defend his firing of spe- 
cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
last weekend — which prompted the pro- 
test resignations of Attorney General El- 
liot L. Richardson and his deputy, Wil- 
liam D. Rurkclshaus — for refusal to ac- 
cept a tapes compromise. 


President Nixon's decision to release 


Ihe Watergate tapes Is welcome, but the 
damage is already done to Archibald Cox 
and Elliot Richardson. See Editorial 
Page. 


It was reported the President aban- 


doned his three-month battle to keep the 
tapes secret at noon Tuesday, only two 
hours before White House legal con- 
sultant Charles Alan Wright went before 
Sirica to make the stunning announce- 
ment. 


Nixon's turnaround coincided with a 


growing drive in the House of Represen- 
tatives to initiate impeachment proceed- 
ings against the President. 


Sirica said he was "very happy" at 


Nixon's decision to comply with two 
court orders that he hand over the tapes 
for Sirica's private inspection to decide 
which should go to the federal Watergate 
grand jury. 


"I know that all citizens will be happy, 


as I am, that the President wisely chose 
to respect the rule of law," said Cox, 
who bade farewell to his former staff of 
prosecutors and met wth Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who Is leading a 
Senate effort to create a new indepen- 


dent special prosecutor's office. 


White House chief of staff Alexander 


M. Haig said Nixon's decision to release 
the tapes to Sirica does not mean the 
Senate Watergate committee also will 
get them. 


The Senate committee Tuesday ap- 


pealed to the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Sirica's rejection of its demand for 
the tapes. The White House formally with 
drew its offer to give the courts and the 
Senate investigators a written summary 
of the tapes, to be verified by Sen. John 
C. Stennis, D-Miss., after listening to the 
actual recordings.

gained by storing trash in bags rather 
than the present can system. 


Mrs. Boswcll and Village Mgr. Robert 


J. Epptey have endorsed n refuse collec- 
tion system based on bags, but a recent 
survey of village residents showed no 
strong feeling cither way. 


The survey, Included In n flood control 


questionnaire distributed to residents 
late last summer, produced the following 
result*: IHC1 of the respondents prefer 
the present can system and 329 prefer 
switching to a bag system. 


Actually, many residents have already 


made the switch, using bags for part or 
nil of their trash. 


KintlTY HKSPONDENTS In the sur- 


vey Indicated they use only containers, 
and 1.17 use only bags. Another 521 use 
both ctmt ami bogs.

OTHER REASONS cited by Mrs. Bos- 


well Include: 


• Bags are cleaner. They are disposed 


of by the scavenger service, while cans 
arc used over and over again. 


• Bags arc quieter. They don't rattle 


like the cans. 


• Parkways would be sightller. Once 


the bags arc removed, the parkway Is 
clean, while the cans arc simply emptied 
and remain an eyesore. 


Mrs. Roswcll said that the main draw- 


back often mentioned by opponents of. a 
plastic garbage bag system is that ani- 
mals, particularly cats, break the bags, 
strewing garbage all over front lawns. 


Actually, though, animals arc more of 


a nuisance with cans than bags, she said, 
because cans arc often without lids or 
with Ill-fitting lids, while the bags are 
easily scaled. 


Epplcy said many residents who re- 


sponded to the survey may have opted 
for the present garbage system of using 
. cans because the advantages and dis- 
advantages of each system were not de- 
scribed in the'survey literature, and resi- 
dents may not have known what a new 
system could entail.

Tho problem facing 
alcohol dlspoascrs was one of separating 
the beer nnd wine crowd from those drink 
crs 21 and older and thus able to order 
nil manner of libations. 


The bnrtcndcr and clerk must bo'sure 


of what they're serving to whom. A mis- 
take can be costly. A stiff fine and the 
possibility of losing one's license is the 
price for a mistake in pouring the poison. 


TO PltOTKCT themselves nnd their

"IF WE FIND them trying to erase tho 


stamp, out they go. It's the same thing 
for switching drinks," he said. 


"We've had few real problems. But, wo 


don't have much to attract them, things 
like rock bands. I'd say our crowd's less 
than 10 per cent kids, but I shouldn't call 
them that. We appeal to the older more 
mature single crowd — the 24 and 25 
year-olds," said Wackelin. 


Tim Clifford, owner of Durty Nellie's 


West Irish Pub, Palatine, agreed the new 
drinkers have not created problems. He 
credits tight control at tho bar door and 
inside coupled with younger drinkers self 
policing. 


"Their behavior is good. If there are 


any problems we bounce them for good. 
We don't want them in here. But most of 
them are acting responsibly," Clifford- 
said. 


NELLIE'S ALSO stamps the hands of 


the beer drinkers. He said anyone found 
erasing the mark is barred from the tav- 
ern. 


"Business Is up with the new law. I 


can see the difference. I'm happy with 
it as much as I can be. But, it's only half 


a law. I think if you're allowed to drink, 
you should be allowed to drink every- 
thing," he said. 


Jim Camps, manager of Haymakers, 


Palatine, echoed Clifford's feelings about 
the age division. 


"The state of Illinois should get out of 


the stone age and pass a law so they can 
drink everything. Florida and Georgia 
had the same law we do, and they both 
lowered the age after four months. You'd 
think the state would learn from their 
experience," Camps said. 


"It's a big market, and you take a high 


risk. A mistake can mean your license. 
We're aiming for the 19 to 25 crowd. But 
It's no big problem. They're nice kids 
and -very cool. The 19-year-old has a lot 
on the ball these days," he said. 


LIQUOR STORE operators can take a 


little more time to screen their custom- 
crsvthan a bar packed wall-to-wall. Dob- 
by Dobklhs, owner of World-Wide Li- 


quors in Palatine, keeps card files on his 
new customers. 


"We're extremely cautious. We have 


them fill out cards which we keep on file 
for reference. If there arc any questions 
about the validity of their IDs, we won't 
sell to them. We won't accept traffic 
tickets cither. One ticket can make the 
rounds of friends," he said. 


Police throughout the area report they 


have few if any problems from the new 
law. Most departments contacted said 
the bars and stores arc policing them- 
selves adequately. 


There has apparently been no upsurge 


In arrests in connection with drinking by 
the- newly-enfranchised. But some said it 
was too soon to tell. 


The young bars may not be for the po- 


lice anyway. As Lt. Frank Ortiz acting 
Palatine chief said, '"You'd think every- 
body would die standing up.

Heights during this year's spring and 
summer construction season totaled J25.2 
million, 17 per cent ahead of the total 
value at Info time last year. 


Highlights of the building season in- 


clude tho construction of two major of- 
fice buildings, two now medical build- 
ings, thrco Industrial buildings, tho start 
of two condominium complexes, three 
restaurants, n furniture store and a new 
railroad station. 


In addition, permits for 2M new single- 


family homes were reported through last 
month by Building and Zoning Director 
Marty Munscn. 


The number of single family permits 


thuv far Is 3.1 per cent lower than one 
year ago. But tho number of multi-family 
units Li DA per cent ahead of this same 
time last year.

Tho future of Operation Nutrition, 


which provides supplemental food to ap- 
proximately 200 needy families in the 
Northwest Suburbs, is doubtful. 


A $25 million appropriation for the 


federally-funded program, which helps 
families throughout the country is cur- 
rently pending in the U. S. Senate. No 
appropriation bill has been introduced in 
the U. S. House of Representatives. 


President Nixon has discouraged fund- 


ing for tho program, according to North- 
west Opportunity Center director Bruce 
Newton. Tho Center administers the pro- 
gram locally for the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 


THE PROGRAM provides the basic 


nutritional foods necessary for pregnant 
women, post-natal mothers and children 
up to six years of age. 


"There doesn't seem to be much 


hope," Newton said in regard to federal 
funding. Federal funds earmarked for 
the program were stopped in August. 


Since August, the Cook County Office of 


Economic Opportunity has been partially 
funding tho program out of a special ver- 
satile fund, this funding will end after 
November, Newton said. 


The other part of the funding is coming 


from the Center. Newton said that the 
Center had enough donations from mu- 
nicipalities and townships to carry tho 
northwest suburban part of the program 


through March, the end of its fiscal year. 


THE PROGRAM will only be contin- 


ued that long if the other administrative 
centers in Cook County contribute to the 
total cost of the operation, Newton said. . 


The Center's share of the total cost 


comes to $12,000 a year, which pays for 
administrative costs and warehouse fees. 
The food is donated by the U. S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Newton said that the Center had in the 


past tried to work directly through the 
department of agriculture, but "we're 
just too small," he added. 


Continuing the program without free 


food from the Department of Agriculture 
would raise northwest suburban costs to 
about $33,000 per year. "I don't think 
there's any way we might handle the 
whole program," said Newton. 


A landscaped garden planned for the 


Arlington Heights Chicago and North 
Western Ry. depot apparently won't be 
until next spring. 


The village board recently author- 


ized the purchase of $7,250 worth of 
trees, shrubs and flowers from the 
Charles Klehra and Son Nursery. 


But Village Forester Erwin Page said 


Friday that the spade work for the park 
probably won't be finished before this 
winter. 


Public works employes have to tear up 


asphalt on the north side of the station 
building, put in a water pipe and relocate 
a sewer, Page said. 


The 30-foot-wide downtown park will 


stretch from Evergreen to Dunton ave- 
nues between Northwest Highway and 
the depot. It will eliminate 22 commuter 
parking spaces. 


The project was conceived by the Ar- 


lington Beautification Council and is part 
of an over-all plan to enhance the aes- 
thetics of the downtown business district.
